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FILIPINO CRUELTIES. 

Capt. Devereux Shields, 20th Vol. inf., who returned 
on the transport Hancock, which arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on Dee. 10, in a description of the fight on the 
island of Marinduque en Sept. 11 when he was am- 
bushed and captured, tells of the narrow escape he 
had from mutilation and death. He says: “One insur- 
recto robbed me of all my things. He tore the chain 
and locket from my neck and tried to tear the rings 
from my fingers. My hand was so swollen by the 
wound in my shoulder that he could not get them off, 
and he was just going to cut off the hand when I made 
him understand that I could take the rings off. After 
he had finished his robbing, another man came and was 
just going to shoot me when I saw a hand and arm 
come forward and knock up the gun. Twice during the 
time we were being taken through the mountains insur- 
recto soldiers wanted’to kill all of us, but were re- 
strained by their officers. Once we were lying in a hut 
in the morning when we heard a terrible clamor outside 
and one of the guards came in and told us that the 
soldiers wanted to kill us. One ether time when Ameri- 
cans were chasing them closely the 11u.pinos wanted to 
kill our whole party, and would have done so had the 
Americans reached us.” 

If the Filipinos would so treat men whose death or 
ill treatment might bring swift and dire retribution, 
there can be little doubt of the inbumanity with which 
they would treat those not so protected, and after read- 
ing the story of Captain Shields one is not likely to 
ascribe exaggeration to the statements made by the 
Rev. William D. McKinnon, Chaplain, U. S. A., who 
is a well-known priest of the Catholic Church and 
served in the Philippines as Chaplain of the Ist Cali- 
fornia Volunteers. In a letter to a brother priest he 
describes the cruelties Aguinaldo’s followers visited 
upon Catholic priests and nuns who fell into his power. 
One good old bishop they stripped of his clothing, made 
him get on his hands and knees and in that position 
one of them rode him around the town, while the rest 
of the savages prodded him and goaded him on with 
the points of their bayonets. They then beat him most 
unmercifully in order to make him divulge the hiding 
place of the treasures of his cathedral. This saintly 
old man, when released after an imprisonment of over 
two years, had not a square inch of whole skin on his 
body, as a result of the many beatings he had received. 

This is only one instance out of 400, who all were 
treated as only savages could treat their prisoners. All 
were worked in chain gangs on the road, having on 
their backs placards bearing the most insulting inscrip- 
tions. Nor were the poor priests the only sufferers. 
In the north of Luzon a convent of nuns were forced 
to leave their cloister by the same insurgents, and to 
lead lives against which their whole souls revolted.

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PARALYSIS IN THE ROYAL NAVY. 


Most interesting observations on general paralysis in 
the Royal Navy are made by Dr. F. H. A. Clayton in 
the Edinburgh “Medical Journal” for November. An 
analysis was made of tlie cases of 236 sailors. Out of 
274 officers admitted to the Royal Naval Hospital at 
Yarmouth during the last twenty-five years, only 48 
were paralytic cases, and of these 12 were warrant offi- 
cers, coming from seaman class. Whereas of 839 
men, 188 suffered from that disease. The occurrence of 
seizures seems to be directly promoted by the use of 
alcohol. Since its interdiction at Yarmouth, their num- 
ber has been much decreased and the general condition 
of the patients benefited. . 
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BRITISH NAVAL SYSTEM. 

Admiral Sir Michael Culm-Seymour, of the British 
Navy, writing to the London “Times,” gives the fol- 
lowing exposition of the British naval system: “A First 
Lord may treat the Naval Lords as his colleagues, but 
there is ncthing :nore certain tha. that they are legally in 
every way his subordinates, have no ‘responsibility 
whatever to the Queen and country, and that the First 
Lord is not primus inter pares, but supreme. Previous 
to 1869 the Navy was ruled by a Board of Admiralty, 
consisting of three civilians and four naval officers, 
the First Lord being only primus inter pares, and as 
you say the mouthpiece of the Board in the Cavinet; 
so that practically, as the naval officers were in a 
majority, they, if they agreed, ruled the Navy, and the 
Board as a Board were responsible to the Queen and 
country. On Jan. 16, 1869, however, this was put an 
end to, and an Order in Council abolished the responsi- 
bility of the Board and made the First Lord of the 
Admiralty solely responsible to the Queen and country; 
the First Naval Lord being responsible to the First Lord 
of the Admiralty for the discipline, and the Controller for 
the materiel of the Navy, the other Lords being simply 
responsible for whatever work the First Lord assigned 
to them. The machinery of the Board was retained 
for the First Lord to call it together, and ask its ad- 
vice if he wished on any point, and he could take its 
advice or not, as he thought proper. Some First Lords 
have called the board together daily, others hardly ever.” 

Commenting on this letter another correspondent of 
the “Times” says: “We may say that the machinery 
of the Admiralty is such that, under a good First Lord 
and a competent Board, it can work with marked efii- 
ciency, and that no changes in recent years have im- 
paired the powers which the machine, in good hands, 
possesses. ‘This cannot be said of the War Office, and 
the difference in results is strikingly apparent. Not 
only is the War Office machinery defective, but the 
military heads in recent years have been out of touch 
with the needs of the Service. At the Admiralty, on 
the other hand, to which naval oflicers come straight 
from naval commands to remain for comparatively 
short periods in office, there is a constant infusion of 
new blood, and the formation of rings is rendered im- 
possible. ‘This also counts for much in determining 
ie relative efficiency of these two Departments of

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When the Poltava and Sevastopol reach Port Arthur, 
Russia and France will have six battleships there to 
Great Britain’s three, a fact which strikes the British 
“Navy League Journal” as “sufficiently disquicting.” 
“The delay in sending reinforcements,” it says, “cap 
only be explained by two causes; the want of ships, and 
the want of officers. Battleships are required, and are 
not ready for sea. The want of officers is most striking 
in the case of lieutenants. The figures for the current 
year show 1,118 of this rank; of these 748 were ip 
‘ships on active service,’ and fifty—the number has beep 
largely increased since the estimates were issued—iy 
the coast and porbgaand ships. The total of lieutenants 
actively occupied in our fighting ships is 815 or there 
abouts. Rather more than half our fleet is in commis 
sion, and this half thus absorbs three-quarters of our 
strength of lieutenants.” 
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The “Novoie Vremya,” of St. Petersburg, speaks 
highly of the trials of a submarine arc light invented by 
Lieut. Baron and Fersen, Russian naval attache in 
America. The light has a 2,000 candle power and is ex- 
pected to permit the photographing of the depths of the 
ocean. Some excellent results have already been ob 
tained at a depth of 200 feet.

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MORE FAST PROTECTED CRUISERS. 


The Navy Department is gradually coming to a reali- 

sation of the extreme need for increasing our Navy in 
fast protected cruisers. For some time Rear Admiral 
Hichborn, the Chief Naval Constructor, has been adyo- 
cating this increase, and it is believed that another 
Congress will he asked to authorize the construction of 
several ships of this type. The protected cruisers to be 
known as the St. Louis, Milwaukee and the Charleston, 
recently bid on at the Navy Department by leading 
ship-building firms of this country, will be the most for- 
midable vessels of their class in the world. They closely 
approach in design the type of armored cruisers, and 
only the closest observation will be able to distinguish 
them from this class. A comparison of their principal 
data with those of the British Monmouth class will clear- 
ly demonstrate their efficiency: 
“United States—St. Louis, Milwaukee, Charleston— 
Length on L. W. L., 424 feet; breadth, extreme, 66 feet; 
trial displacement, 9,700 tons; mean draft at normal 
displacement, 23 feet 6 inches; engines, twin screw, I. 
H.-P., 21,000; speed, 22 knots; normal coal supply, 650 
tons; coal bunker capacity, 1,500 tons. 

Great Britain—Monmouth, Hssex, Kent, Bedford—

Great Britain—Protection—Main side armor, 4 inches 
tapering to 2 inches at bow; 6-inch gun protection, 4 
inches; protective deck, 2 decks, 144 inches and % inches. 

The act authorizing the St. Louis class states that 
these vessels shall carry “the most powerful ordnance 
for vessels of their class and to have the highest speed 
compatible with good cruising qualities and great radius 
of action;” all these qualifications have been embodied 
in the design for these vessels. 

The main deck of the cruisers is supplemented amid- 
ships with a covered superstructure within which are 
located four 6-inch R. F. guns and six 14-pdr. R. F 
guns; outside the superstructure are two more 6-inch 
R. F. guns, located on the center line, one forward and 
the other aft. On the gun deck the greater portion of 
the battery is located, consisting of eight 6-inch R. F. 
guns, twelve 14-pdr. R. F. guns ana four 1-pdr. R. F. 
guns. Sixteen R. F. guns are stationed on the super- 
structure deck and bridges, and the remainder of the 
pattery is located in the fighting tops of the two mili- 
tary masts. Additional platforms are built upon the 
masts to accommodate the two search lights. Electrie 
ammunition hoists are designed to supply the guns with 
the greatest rapidity, making it possible to hurl against 
an enemy a broadside of about twelve tons of metal per 
minute. 

The four lofty smoke stacks extending to a height of 
76 feet 6 inches above the normal load water line provide 
draught for the sixteen straight water tubular boilers 
located in four water-tight compartments, and together 
with the engines protected by the side armor, sloping 
deck armor and a twelve-foot coal bunker. 

The inner bottom of these vessels extends to the under 
side of the protective deck; above the protective deck 
a cellulose cofferdam 30 inches wide and 41 inches above 
the normal load water line extends throughout the length 
of the vessel. 

In the construction and equipment of the St. Louis 
class as small a quantity as possible of wood is to be 
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and wherever used is to be electrically fireproofed. 
Each vessel of the class is fitted to accommodate a flag 
officer and staff in conjunction with the regular comple- 
ment. In commission the number of officers will be 39 
and the crew will number 525 men, for which are pro- 
vided 16 boats, ranging from a 36-foot steam cutter to a 
16-foot dingey, and in addition to these, two 12-foot 
punts and two life rafts will be carried. These boats 
are stowed in chocks on the superstructure deck and 
swung out by four cranes. All the latest and best im- 
provements in construction and equipment are to be 
provided for the accommodation and comfort of the 
officers and crew. 


TRAITS OF GENERAL WESTON 


From the New York ‘“‘Evening Sun” we take the follow- 

ing: Gen. John F. Weston, the new Commissary Gen- 
eral, is well known in New York, where he was formerly 
stationed. The wholesale grocers and provision dealers 
knew him for a man of shrewd business methods, who 
could not be fooled or bluffed, and whose knowledge 
‘of chemistry stood him in good stead when he sus- 
pected adulteration. In business hours he was a tre- 
mendous hustler, but always accessible, always natural, 
and always good-natured. There never was a more 
democratic man. All men, whatever their rank and 
station and however dressed, looked alike to him, and 
he had a fine scorn for a sham. 

After business hours he was the most genial of souls, 
and there was no better storyteller in New York. He 
knew almost every officer in the Army, and all who 
knew him were his friends. His wit was distinctly 
Irish, as became his descent, and he had just a trace 
of brogue. He was most catholic and charitable in his 
opinions, and never had an ill word for a rival or an 
enemy. If any man could be Weston’s enemy it was 
because the man was beneath contempt. When Gen- 
eral Weston was coming home on the Iroquois a young 
officer spoke disparagingly of the behavior of the Tist 
New York at San Juan. 

“Hold on, my son,” said the General. ‘Remember that 
the reputation of a soldier is as precious to him as virtue 
is to a woman. That was a hot place the 7ist was in 
on July 1 and the work was new to them. I have no 
doubt that on the whole they behaved well. I’m not so 
sure that the Regulars enjoyed the experience or did not 
need a little rallying. Anyway, I would not be too hard 
on the Volunteers, if I were you.” 

General Weston was also generous in his estimate of 
the Spanish infantrymen. ‘“‘Thev are not big or heavy 
set,” he said, “but they are quick on their feet, brave 
to a fault, and they have endurance. When you con- 
sider that they were poorly clad, ill nourished and led 
without skill, they fought well.” Malaria claimed Wes- 
ton for a victim after his return, and he had to go 
to the yyy hospital at Hot Springs to recuperate. 
Although he has been in the Army since 1861, he is 
still on the sunny side of 55. The General is an expert 
boxer and a fine swimmer. 

We might add to the “Sun’s” interesting account the 
fact that the date of General Weston’s retirement is 
1909, which makes the year of his birth 1845. As his 
military career began as a first lieutenant in the 4th 
Kentucky Cavalry, in November, 1861, he was one of 
the youngest commissioned officers in the War of the 
Rebellion. His aptitude for command was shown by 
his promotion to major in 1864, before he was 21. It 
is not generally known that the Commissary General is 
one of the few who received medals of honor for con- 
spicuous bravery, his deed of gallantry having been 
performed at Wetumpka, Ala., April 13, 1865, while 
major of the 4th Kentucky Cavalry.

The second supplemental estimate of $80,000,000 for 
the British Army, issued on Dec. 7, makes the total 
Army estimate for the year $461,545,765. 
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A SECOND LIEUTENANT OF CAVALRY desiring a transfer to 
the Artillery please address D., Army and Navy Journal. 
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That the Cubans are seeing things in a new light since 
the Ameriean election was evidenced by the reception 
accorded the Stars and Stripes at the Theatre Payret, 
Havana, on Dec. 3. The scene will long be remem- 
bered by the Americans who participated in it and 
by their Cuban and Spanish friends who were witnesses. 
The audience was fairly carried off its feet as Senorita 
Polo gracefully waved an American flag above her in 
the closing refrains of the beautiful selection from 
Sousa’s “El Capitan” splendidly rendered by her, nor 
was the applause less uproarious when the audience was 
again carried away by Senora Maude de Salazar’s ex- 
quisite rendering of the “Star Spangled Banner.” Such 
a scene was never before witnessed in a Cuban theatre, 
and, “‘if it so happened,” says the Havana “Post,” “‘that 
anyone who was fortunate enough to be present had 
previously had an idea that the American colony would 
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not rise to the occasion of sustaining its flag, he must 
have been rudely awakened by this exhibition of loyal- 
ty not only sincere, but wildly enthusiastic.” 
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A “Protective League” has been organized in Hono- 
lulu with forty representative men of all walks of life 
as members. Its object is stated to be “‘to secure the 
enactment and enforcement of laws for the moral wel- 
fare of Honolulu, for the protection of children, the 
promotion of public decency, and also to exert moral 
pressure on public affairs when necessary.” The immie- 
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diate cause of its formation was the discovery of exces. 
sive cruelty and inhuman brutality in the treatment of , 
Chinese girl eight years old, who was held as a slave 
by a Chinaman and his wife. Under the present laws 
there is no way to protect or legally gain possessiop 
of slave children. 








An Army officer writing from Nagasaki, Japan, in Oc- 
tober says: “I have just returned from Taku on the 
American hospital ship Maine, and I wish to say that 
this ship is doing a most excellent and opportune 
work just at this time, in caring for and transporting 
the sick and wounded, received from Tien-Tsin and 
Pekin, to bases further south; the British sick to Wei- 
hai-wei and Yokohama, and the American sick to the 
Relief at this place. Major Meek, surgeon, visited Tien- 
Tsin and offered the services of his ship to all the 
nations there. It was most opportune for the Ameri- 
cans, as they were breaking up the base hospital at 
Tien-Tsin, and this offer gave them a means of dis- 
posing of the sick collected there since the battle of 
Tien-Tsin and the departure of the Relief some wecks 
before. The Maine is splendidly equipped and officered 
and the sick are made as comfortable as _pos- 
sible. An opportunity was offered the Maine on 
this trip to extend to the 9th Infantry service and com- 
fort, in partial return for the donation of money from a 
lady in New York, given to the ship for the purpose. 
A number of the sick and wounded of that regiment 
were ministered to and the widow of the brave Colonel 
Liscum of the 9th Infantry was transported from Taku 
to Yokohama.” 
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“Engineering” says that British naval officers are far

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THE ARMY BILL. 

During the past week the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs has been holding daily meetings, at which 
the bill for the reorganization of the Army has been 
carefully considered, section by section. After the con- 
clusion of the hearings, which are reported elsewhere, 
a sub-committee consisting of Senators Hawley, Sewell, 
Proctor, Harris and Cockrell was appointed for the 
purpose of examining the bill as passed by the House 
and making a report to the full Committee. Much pres- 
sure was brought to bear upon the members of this sub- 
committee by officers of the line and staff and also by 
the advocates of the canteen. To this committee of 
five was entrusted the difficult task of amending the 
bill of the House, and when the repert was made to the 
whole Senate Committee on Dec. 19 a very much changed 
bill was offered to the members. During the afternoon 
meeting on Dec. 19 the whole Committee went over the 
report made by the sub-committee, but very little change 
was made. 

In section one the Senate Committee in its report 
changed the bill so that it reads: “That from and after 
the approval of this bill the Army of the United States, 
including the existing organizations, shall consist of 
fifteen regiments of cavalry, twelve regiments of artil- 
lery, ete.,”” which, as will be seen, does away with the 
plan to have the artillery organized into a corps. This 
change was made only after the most careful considera- 
tion on the part of the members of the Committee and 
upon the recommendations of such officers as General 
Miles and Colonel Guenther. Both of these officers, as 
well as some others who appeared before the Commit- 
tee, were greatly opposed to the proposed chang. to a 
corps organization. In the first section some additional 
changes were made in the phraseology of the bill, but 
none of these affect the meaning of the section. 

In the second section the part relating to the detail of 
captains, first lieutenants and second Leutenants of 
cavalry for staff duty is stricken out and the foliowing 
inserted: “The captains and lieutenants not required 
for duty with the troops shall be available for detail 
as regimental and squadror staff officers and such other 
details as may be authorized by law or regulations. 

Sections 3 to 8 were stricken out and the following 
substituted: 

See. 3. That each regiment of artillery shall consist of 
1 colonel, 1 Meutenant colonel, 3 majors, 17 captains, 17 
Ist Heutenants, and 17 2d lieutenants; 1 veterinarian, 1 

ergeant major, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 commissary 
Sergeant, with rank, pay and allowances of commissary 
sergeants of infantry; 3 battllon sergeant majors, 2 color 
sergeants, with the rank, pay and allowances of battal- 
io. sergeant majors; 1 band and 12 companies of foot ar- 
tillery, which may be organized into 3 battalions of 4 
companies each, and 2 field batteries. Of the officers here- 
i provided the captains and lieutenants not required for 
duty with the companies and batteries shall be available 
for detail as regimentai and battalion staff officers, and 
such other details as may be authorized by law and reg- 
viations. Pattalion adjutants shall receive $1,800 per an- 
num and the allowances of ist lieutenant, mounted. Hach 
arullery band shall be organized as now provided by law. 
Each company of foot artillery shall consist of 1 captain, 
1 Ist Meutenant, 1 2d Heutenant, to be assigned from 
among the officers hereinbefore authorized; 1 Ist ser- 
feant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 8 sergeants, 12 corpo- 
ruls, 2 musicians, 2 mechanics, 2 cooks and 52 privates. 
Each battery of fleid artillery shall consist of 1 captain, 
1 tirst Heutenant, 2 lieutenants, to be assigned from 
among the officers hereinbefore authorized; 1 Ist sergeant, 
1 stable sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 6 sergeants, 
12 corporals, 4 artificers, 2 musicians, 2 cooks and 51 pri- 
Vvites; Provided, That the President, in his discretion, 
may imerease the number of privates in any company of 
foot artillery to 85, and the number of privates in any 
battery of field artillery to 133, but the total number of 

listed men authorized for the whole Army shall not, at 
any time, be exceeded: And provided, That the enlisted 
Strength of each company of foot artillery or battery of 
‘eld artillery may be fixed under the direction of the 
Secretary of War, according to the requirements of the 
Service to which it may be assigned: nd provided fur- 
ther, That in cases of emergency, companies foot ar- 


tilery may be employed as field artillery. 
See. 4 That the President is authorized, in Kis discre- 
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or with any field or machine guns which are, or may 
pay any a by the War rtment as suitable 
for Such service: Provided, That the number of elec- 
trician ts shall be as now authorized by law: And 
provided, That first-class gunners shall receive $2 per 
month, and second-class gunners $1 per month, in ad- 
dition to their pay.”’ 

The ninth section in the bill as it passed the House is 
made section five of the Senate reported bill with no 
change. As will be remembered this section provides 
for the increase in the artillery and states how it shal} 
be made. By reference to the columns of the Army and 
Navy Journal the exact wording of the section may be 
found, as also section ten of the House bill which is 
made section six in the Senate amended bill with only 
one change. This change is identical with that made in 
reference to the cavalry in speaking of the detail of 
officers for regimental staff duty. Section eleven of the 
House bill is made section seven in the new measure 
without any change. In like manner it was necessary 
to make section twelve of the House bill read section 
eight in the report. In this latter section no changes 
are made except where the wording of the bill is “corps 
of artillery,” which has to be stricken out and changed 
to one chaplain to each regiment of artillery. The ninth 
section of the Senate bill was the thirteenth of the 
House measure and only one change is made: ‘the 
word “active” before “service of the present incumbent” 
in speaking of the rank authorized for the Adjutant 
General of the Army, is stricken out. Section fourteen 
of the House bill (ten of the Senate bill) is not changed 
in any particular. This section provides for the organ- 
ization of the Inspector General’s Department. The 
Senate Committee made little change in section fifteen 
of the House bill (section eleven, Senate). In the latter 
part of the section, which deals with the organization 
of the Judge Advocate General’s Department, the last 
sentence is made to read as follows: “Vacancies which 
may occur thereafter in the grade of major in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department shall be filled by selec- 
tion of officers of the line, or of persons who have satis- 
factorily served as Judge Advocates of Volunteers since 
April 21, 1898, and whose age at the date of appoint- 
ment shall not exceed forty years.’’ The remainder of 
the section relating to the detail of officers to fill the 
vacancies in the grade of captain in this department 
is unchanged. 

Section sixteen of the House bill is made section twelve 
in that of the Senate Committee and provides for the 
organization of the Quartermaster’s Department. The 
Senate Committee favors six quartermasters with the 
rank of colonel instead of seven; nine quartermasters 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel instead of eleven; 
eighteen quartermasters with the rank of major instead 
of twenty-eight, and fifty-four quartermasters with the 
rank of captain instead of seventy-two provided in the 
bill as it passed the House. Otherwise the section re 
mains unchanged. In section seventeen of the House 
bill the only change made is an unimportant one: The 
words “150 commissary sergeants” are stricken out and 
these words inserted ‘The number of commissary ser- 
geants now authorized by law.”’ In other respects the 
organization of the Subsistence Department as provided 
for in the House bill remains unchanged in the Senate 
report. Section eighteen relating to the organization 
of the Medical Departments was not changed by the 
Senate Committee, nor was section nineteen, relating 
to the Nurse Corps, changed to any extent; 1t was simply 
provided that the Superintendent be a graduate of a 
hospital training school having a course of instruction of 
not less than two years. The Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs struck out section twenty of the House 
bill, relating to the formation of a Veterinary Corps. 
In lieu of this section the Committee made an entirely 
new section, number sixteen, which reads as follows: 
“That the grade of vetermarian of the second class in 
cavalry regiments, United States Army, is hereby abol- 
ished, and hereafter the two veterinarians authorized 
for each cavalry regiment shall receive the pay and 
allowances of second lieutenants, mounted. Such num- 
ber of veterinarians as the Secretary of War may 
authorize shall be employed to attend animals pertain- 
ing to the quartermaster’s or other departments not 
directly connected with the cavalry and artillery regi- 
ments, at a compensation not exceeding $100 per 
month.” 

In the section dealing with the organization of the 
Pay Department the Senate Committee in its reported 
bill provided for three paymasters with the rank of 
colonel, instead of four, and cut out the words which 
gave these officers the title of assistant paymaster 
general; four paymasters with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, instead of five, and cut out the words which gave 
them the title of deputy paymaster general; nine pay- 
masters with the rank of major instead of twenty, and 
twenty-seven paymasters with the rank of captain 
instead of the twenty-five provided for by the House 
bill. This section is further changed to read that no 
more appointments to the grade of major and pay- 
master shall be made until the number of majors and 
paymasters is reduced below “nine.” (The House bill 
read “twenty,” instead of “nine.”) It is also stipulated 
in the Senate report in this section that the persons ap- 
pointed to the grade of captain in the Pay Department 
from the Volunteer Army shall be promoted according 
to seniority to vacancies in the grade of major occurring 
after the number of majors has been reduced to nine. 

No changes are made in sections twenty-twe and 
twenty-three of the House bill, which concern the Ord- 
nancé Department and the Corps of Engineers. The 


Signal Corps is only given one lieutenant-colonel, in- 
stead of two; three majors, instead of five; nine captains 
instead of nineteen, and nine first lieutenants, instead of 
nineteen. In connection with the appointment of Volun- 
teers to fill the vacancies which may be caused in the 
Signal Corps by this bill, it is provided in the Setiate 
amended bill that no person shall be appointed until he 
shall have passed a satisfactory examination as to his 
physical, moral, and professional qualifications, and no 
person not now nor previously an officer of the Regular 
Army shall be appointed to the grade of captain or first 
lieutenant in the Signal Corps after he shall have 
reached the age of forty years: Provided, That the 
President is authorized to continue in service during 
the present emergency, for duty in the Philippine Isl- 
ands, ten Volunteer Signal officers with the rank of 
first lieutenant and ten Volunteer Signal officers with the 
rank of second lieutenant. This authority shall extend 
only for the period when their services may be absolutely 
necessary, not beyond July 1, 1902.” 

The twenty-fifth section of the House bill relating to 
the Record and #’/ension Office remains unchanged. The 
twenty-sixth section, which, as will be remembered, re- 
lates to the subject of detail in the staff, being of such 
importance, is here given in full as reported by the 
Senate Committee: 


Sec. (26) 22. That so long as there remain any officers 
holding permanent appointments in the Adjutant Gener- 
als Department, the inspector General's Department, 
the Quartermaster’s Department, the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, the Pay Department, the Ordnance Department, 
and the Signal Corps, they shall be promoted according 
to seniority in the seve grades, as now provided by 
law, and nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
apply to vacancies which can be filled by such promo- 
tions or to the periods for which the officers so promoted 
shall hold their appointments, and when‘any vacancy, 
except that of the chief of the department or corps, shali 
occur, it shall be fliled by detail from the line of the 
Army, and no more permanent appointments shall be 
made in those departments or corps. Such details shai) 
be made trom the grade in which the vacancies éxist, 
under such system of examination as is now prescribed 
by wv or as the President may from time to tmé pre- 
scr e 


All officers so detailed shall serve for a period of four 
years, unless sooner reileved, at the expiration of which 
tume they shall return to duty with the line, and officers 
below the rank of lieutenant colonel shall not again be 
eligibie for selection in either staff department until they 
shall have served two years with the line. 

Beginning with the words “or the periods for which 
the officer so promoted,” the remainder of the section 
was inserted by the Senate Committee. This, as will 
be seen, provides for the system of a detailed staff as 
advocated by the Secretary of War. 

Sections twenty-seven, twenty-eight and twenty-nine 
of the House bill are not changed in any particular 
by the Senate Committee. In providing for the appoint- 
ment of Volunteer officers to fill the vacancies caused 
in the line by this bill the Senate Committee has placed 
the age limit of forty years on all applicants, and has 
stipulated that no such appointments shall be made to 
any grade higher than second lieutenant. The bill as it 
passed the House allowed appointments to be made fo 
both first and second lieutenants. Section thirty-one 
remains unchanged after coming from the Senate Com- 
mittee. A slight change is made in section thirty-two, 
the provision granting a soldier’s discharge from the 
Army after one year’s service in case of the death of 
either of his parents, is entirely stricken out by the 
Committee. Section thirty-three is unchanged, as are 
also sections thirty-four and thirty-five. In fact no 
further change is made in the bill until section thirty- 
seven, which authorizes the Secretary of War to take 
steps looking to the establishment of permanent camp- 
ing grounds for the instruction of troops of the Regular 
Army ard National Guard. This section was struck out 
by the Committee. The followmg section, which was 
stricken out in the House, was put back by the Senate 
Committee: 

“Sec. 31. That ary officer of the Army now on the 
active list below the grade of brigadier general, who 
served during the Civil War, shall, when retired, be 
retired with the rank and pay of the next higher grade, 
except such officers as may be retired under section 29 
of this act. This section shall apply to officers whe 
have been retired on or since the llth day of August, 
1891, but shall not apply to any officer whose service 
on the active list does not exceed thirty-five years. 

The only other change made in the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the Army as it passed the House was in 
the section providing for the abolishment of the Army 
canteen. As amended by the Senate Committee the 
canteen section now reads: 

“The sale of or dealing in wine or any distilled 
spirits by any person in any post exchange or canteen. 
or Army transport or upon any premises used for mili- 
tary purposes by the United States, is hereby pro- 
hibited. The Secretary of War is hereby directed to 
carry the provisions of this section into fill force and 
effect.” 

The Senate adjourned for the holidays shortly after 
noon on Dee. 21. The Army bill had been under consid- 
eration, but no final action was taken, and it will now 
lie over ’till Jan. 3, 1901. It was hoped that it would be 
passed before the holidays so that it might go to the 
conference committees of the two Honses without delay.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

A correspondent of the Manila “Times” in the island 
of Panay, writing under date of Oct. 30, gives some 
particulars of the killing of Lieut. W. D. Pasco, 18th 
Inf., in the vicinity of Cuartero. Lieutenant Pasco 
arrived in Dumarao with a detachment of some sixteen 
men on the evening of Oct. 28, after having come up 
the Panay River from Dao, the station of Company K, 
as far as Cuartero in a casco, where the detachment 
debarked and marched the remaining eight or ten miles 
overland, scouting for ladrones reported to be in that 
vicinity. In the morning a party returned to Cuartero, 
a detachment of Company L accompanying them. Lieu- 
tenant Pasco and his men embarked and floated down 
the river toward Dao. Soon the detachment of Com- 
pany L, which had not yet left Cuartero, heard firing 
down the river and at once hastened in the direction of 
the shots. They came upon the deserted casco, which, 
it seems, the detachment had.left and gone in chase 
of the insurrectos that had attacked them. Whether 
Lieutenant Pasco and his men were killed before or 
after landing is not yet known. His detachment, bear- 
ing the bodies of their dead, arrived in Dao at sunset. 
Besides the Lieutenant, two men of his company, K, 
were killed. Lieut. Ora E. Hunt, in command of Co. 
L, 18th Inf., at Dumarao, left there with all available 
men in pursuit, drawing on Companies I and K, as soon 
as he heard of the fate of his brother officer. F 

Capt. Lorenzo W. Cooke, of the 3d Inf., commanding 
the sub-district of Malolos, is an officer who has very 
effective methods of dealing with the insurgents, says 
the Manila “Freedom.” On Sept. 20 Captain Cooke 
received information as to the whereabouts of the rebel 
General Torres and promptly sent a scouting party 
after him. : 

At 2.30 a. m. the detachment embarked in bancas 
and paddled silently and swiftly through the deep 
swamps. The Americans made their approach most 
carefully, and succeeded in surprising the insurgents on 
guard at General Torres’ headquarters. A sharp fight 
ensued, in which several insurgents were killed and a 
number wounded. In the melee General Torres, who 
was the first to flee, made his escape into the swamp. 
Torres was almost stark naked when he ran away, and 
all of the belongings, as well as the papers, parapher- 
nalia, ete., at his headquarters fell into the hands of 
the Americans. Among other things the men of the 
3d Inf. captured was a small but fairly weii-equipped 
rebel arsenal. ‘The insurgents had machines for rebor- 
ing rifles, reloading cartridges and a good-sized general 
repair shop. Besides these, several thousand rounds of 
Remington and Mauser cartridges, with a lot of sheet 
brass, saltpetre and fulminate of mercury, were se- 
cured. But the most valuable capture of all was the 
papers found at Torres’ headquarters. By the aid of 
these Captain Cooke was able to disclose the identity of 
prominent rebels of the neighborhood who were mas- 
querading as “amigos.” 

A correspondent at the Marine Barracks at Cavite 
writes thus to the Manila “Times:” “Co. F was the 
first command of marines that ever came to Cavite, 
over eighteen months ago, and were on outpost duty 
over four months, having several skirmishes at Nova- 
leta, Imus, Bacoor and Subig Bay. They also went to 
China, where they gained glory for bravery and cool- 
ness under fire. Co. F are the boys who went to the 
assistance of the 9th Inf., and under cover of darkness 
carried Colonel Liscum and al] the dead and wounded 
of the 9th to the hospital tent. After all their hard 
work, and being the marines longest in the Philippine 
Islands, they are sent away, and those marines. who 
just came from the States are kept in Cavite. Their 
commanding officer uses good judgment. They have five 
month’s pay on the books, but were only allowed to draw 
one month’s pay, so they will have to leave Cavite in 
debt to the natives.” 

The disappearance of 1st class Pvt. W. B. McBihayer, 
U. 8. Signal Corps, who was missed July 14, 1900, was 
until recently a mystery to the authorities. It appears 
that he made an effort to get permission to accompany 
troops which left San Isidro on that date under the 
command of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, but the re- 
quest was refused. Contrary to the explicit orders of 
the district commander that no person was to proceed 
outside the lines without a sufficient armed guard Mc- 
Elhayer, mounted, and armed with carbine and revolver, 
left to repair a line which he claimed was down in the 
vicinity. He was under the influence of liquor, says 
the Manila “Times.” Nothing was heard of McEI- 
hayer until some time afterwards, when a native brought 
in his revolver with the information that McElhayer 
had been using his firearms with deadly intent. It was 
afterwards learned that he was taken prisoner by a 
band of insurgents, taken to the mountnines, tried and 
sentenced to be shut for his conduct. There is reason 
to believe that the sentence has been carried out. 

A former insurgent Captain, Kissingbee, was recently 

murdered. After Kissingbee surrendered and became a 
substantial American citizen, he had been harrasse. and 
threatened by his former constituency. The Americans 
employed him as a guide. Kissingbee started one day 
for Manila from Los Banos by the way of Calamba. 
Kissingbee never reached his designation, and nothing 
was heard of the little party until his headless 
body was found several days later in a clump of bushes 
near the lake shore at Calamba. 
_ Captain Brown, with M Troop, 1st Cav., while scout- 
ing through the valleys and mountain passes near Lipa, 
Batangas Province, recently captured 150 cattle. The 
herd was divided among the various garrisons and was 
a valuable addition to the fresh meat rations. 

Company C, 20th Infantry, located in the 
Trozo district, P. [., recently organized an athletic 
elub with the following officers: 1st Sergeant Calwell, 
Honorary President: Corporal Hoelzel, Captain of B. B. 
team; Corporal Freiderich, Treasurer; Private Wells, 
Secretary, and Private McGunin, Manager. 

On Nov. 12 Private Baker, of the 35th Vol. Inf., 
stationed at San Miguel de Mayumo, was captured by 
insurgents in the town within 500 yards of headquarters 
and carried off a prisoner. The act was so daring and 
audacious that the entire garrison was boiling for re- 
venge. San Miguel de Mayumo was the scene of the 
capture of Captain Roberts and three of his men some 
time ago. 

Lieut. W. W. Hammer, 42d Vol. Inf., located at 
Morong, sent in to Manila on Noy. 10 a consignment of 
guns captured from the insurrectos. Among the Mausers 
and Remingtons was a fine double-barrel, breech-loading 
shot-gun in fine condition. 

Capt. James E. Hill, Co. B, 42d Vol. Inf., stationed 
at Binangonan, captured an insurgent major on Nov. 5 
in a small town near Binangonan. The major was 
placed in the guard house, from which he attempted to 
escape. A paper authorizing the officer to collect funds 
for the catise was found concealed in a leg of his trou- 
sera, 
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DECISION IN THE CARTER CASD. 


We have received a copy of the decision of the U. 8. 
Circuit Court, District of Kansas, on the habeas corpus 
case of Oberlin M. Carter, late U. 8. Army, District 
Judge Hink delivering the opinion, and Thayer, Circuit 
Judge, concurring. After summing up the facts of the 
case, which have already been made familiar to our 
readers, the Court says: 

‘The merits of the Carter case as presented were con- 
sidered by the Circuit Court, Southern Dist., N. Y.; and 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second Cucuit, 
but, while the judgments of those courts are recog- 
nized as highly persuasive authority, they do not amount 
to res adjudicata nor prevent a re-examination of the 
same Guontions in a subsequent habeas corpus proceed- 
ing. ‘he action of the Supreme Court was confined to 
a denial of the application for a writ of certiorari, which 
is not allowed as a matter of right, and to a dismi 
of the appellate p: gs without a consideration of 
the merits of the case. It is the duty of this court to 
give due consideration to the case presented. 

“The limited scope of inquiry in a case of this char- 
acter is well defined by many decisions. A writ of 
habeas corpus cannot be converted into a proceeding in 
error. If the court pronouncing the sentence had juris- 
diction of the accused and of the offense for which he 
was tried and did not exceed its jurisdiction in the im- 
position of the sentence, the case is not open to further 
inquiry. The limitations on the power of this court 
to inquire into matters connected with the judgments 
of other civil courts by means. of the writ of habeas 
corpus apply with equal forse to the judgments of courts 
martial. ‘his consideration is sufficient to eliminate 
a number of petitioner’s objections without further dis- 
cussion.* * * 

“Were the facts set forth in the specifications support- 
ing the fourth charge sufficient to constitute the offense 
charged and was the conduct described ‘to the prejudice 
of guvod ‘order and military discipline,’ as required by the 
Sixty-second Articie of War? The specifications set 
forth that Carter was a disbursing officer of the United 
States, and that as such officer he was entrusted with 
certain public money, which he wilfully and knowingly 
caused to be paid on false accounts, the amounts paid 
not being due or owing from the United States to the 
parties to whom payments were made, of which Carter 
well knew. In my opinion this charges the application 
of public money to ‘a purpose not prescribed by law’ 
and with the details which the specification supplies 
constitutes a sufficient indictment under section 5488 
of the Revised Statutes. And it may ulso be reasonably 
contended that in a larger sense the misappropriation 
by a captain in the Engineer Corps of the Army of 
public money intrusted to him to be used in the con- 
struction of works of which he had official charge is 
conduct prejudicial to good order and military disci- 
pline. But even if petitioner’s contention in these re- 
spects were well made, it does not show the sentence 
to be void, but simply that it is erroneous. It was cleerly 
within the province of the court-martial to decide those 
particular questions; that is to say, whether the money 
mentioned was or was not applied to a purpose pre- 
seribed by law and whether such a misappropriation 
under the particular circumstances of the case was or 
was not prejudicial to good order and military discipline, 
and its determination thereof, even if erroneous, cannot 
be reviewed by habeas corpus. In ex-parte Parks, 98, 
U. S. 18, the court said: ‘But the question whether it 
was or was not a crime within the statute was one 
which the district court was competent to decide. It 
was before the court and within its jurisdiction. * * * 
Whether an act charged in an indictment is or is not a 
erime by the law which the court administers (in this 
case the statute law of the United States) is a question 
which has to be met at almost every stage of criminal 
proceedings; on motion to quash the indictment; on de- 
murrers; on motion to arrest judgment, etc. The court 
may err, but it has jurisdiction of the question. If it 
errs, there is no remedy after final judgment, unless a 
writ of error lies to some superior court, and no such 
writ lies in this case.’ ath Yarbrough, 110 U. 8. 
651; Ex-parte Bigelow, 113 U. 8. 328; Swaim v. United 
States, 165 U. 8S. 561; In re Boyd, 49 Fed. 48. 

“It is also contended that under the Sixty-second 
Article of War no charge can be preferred that is em- 
braced in any other Article and that as the charge is 
that of embezzlement, it is covered by either the first, 
fourth or ninth paragraphs of the sixtieth Article of 
War. Assuming, but not deciding, that no charge can 
be laid under the Sixty-second Article of War, if it is 
mentioned in any preceding Article, still it is apparent 
that the embezzlement defined in section 5488, Revised 
Statutes, is not the offense denounced in either the first 
or fourth paragraphs referred to, and I am also of the 
opinion that it is a species of embezzlement different 
from that defined in the ninth paragraph of the Six- 
tieth Article of War, since the money which is the sub- 
ject of embezzlement under the latter Article is ‘money 
furnished for military service,’ whereas under section 
5488 the term money comprehends any public money, 
whether appropriated for military service or for any 
other purposes. The offense denounced in section 5488 
is much broader and more comprehensive than the 
other, the former being the application by a disbursing 
officer of money to any unauthorized person whilst under 
the ninth paragraph mentioned the money which is the 
subject of the embezzlement is money appropriated 
specifically for the military service, and it is quite 
probable from the context of the entire paragraph that 
the term ‘embezzlement’ as there employed, means such 
an offense as is generally understood where one having 
the money of another in his custody appropriates it to 
his own use with felonious intent, intending to deprive 
the true owner thereof. 

“The result of these conclusions is that the sentence 
imposed may be upheld by the convictions under the 
fourth charge alone, since the punishment authorized 
by the Sixty-second Article of War is left to the dis- 
y+ yg of the court, subject to the review of the Presi- 

ent. 

“But the decision need not be based upon the regu- 
larity of the conviction under the fourth charge alone. 
There was also a conviction under the first charge for a 
conspiracy to defraud the United States, and a cvavic- 
tion under the second charge for causing false and 
fraudulent claims to be made, such charges being the 
subjects of the first and third paragraphs of the Six- 
tieth Article of War. I am in entire accord with Judge 
Wallace, who delivered the opinion of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Second Circuit, that under the six- 
tieth Article it was competent to impose a fine for one 
charge of which the accused was found guilty, and im- 
prisonment for the other. Therefore, the entire sen- 
tence as ultimately pronounced and confirmed can be 
sustained under the sixtieth Article of War without ref- 
erence to the sixty-second, and for that reason no relief 
is possible by the writ of habeas corpus. Every pre- 
sumption must be indulged in in favor of the judgment 


of the court-martial, and even if the conviction unde 
it should be presumed that 

m under one of the first 
imprisonment under the other. 
court-martial it was not required 
to be stated that the fine was imposed for conspiracy 
and the imprisonment for the causing of false ang 
fraudulent claims to be made or vice versa. If the 
court might have imposed sentence in that manner, jt 

so impose it. 
ell made that Carter com. 
mitted but one offense, which has been split up into 
several charges and punishment inflicted therefor. 

“A ‘conspiracy to defraud’ as allegea in the first 
charge and ‘causing false and fraudulent claims to be 
made’ as alleged in the second charge, and ‘the statutory 
embezzlement under section 54 as alleged in the 
fourth charge, are separate and distinct offenses de- 
pendent upon different faets and requiring different 
proof, and therefore it cannot be said that for the sxme 
act the accused has been tried and punished three times, 
The mere fact that certain acts of the accused are set 
out in all of the specifications supporting the three 
charges does not destroy the distinctive character of the 
offenses charged. 

“It is also contended that since Carter was found 
guilty under sixteen specifications and upon review 
thereof by the President, twelve were set aside, but nw 
ch was made in the sentence imposed by the court- 
martial, the sentence was void. ‘the punishment pre- 
scribed by the Articles of War is attached to the charges 
and not to the specifications made thereunder, the latter 
being merely by way of exemplification and detailed 
statement of the principal charges to which they re- 
spectively relate, but even if this were so, the rule is 
well establishel that where a sentence in gross is pro- 
nounced upon a conviction under an indictment contuin- 
ing several counts and upon repeal or review some of 
them are held bad and the others sustained, the sentence 
will not be disturbed, provided it is such as could law- 
fully be imposed under the counts which are upheld. 
Evans vy. United States, 153 U. S., 584; Claasen y. 
United States, 142 U. S., 140; Haynes v. United States, 
101 Fed., 817 (C. C. A+; Jewett v. United States, 100 
U. 8., 832; Peters v. United States, 94 Fed., 127; 36 
CC. A., 105. 6 

“In this case what was confirmed by the President 
is sufficient under the law to justify the punishment 
inflicted. This disposes of all of the objections that 
merit consideration. The writ of habeas corpus will 
therefore be dismissed and the petitioner, Oberlin M. 
Carter, is remanded to the custody of the respondent.” 

Thayer, Circuit Judge: “I ccncur in the foregoing 
opinion.”

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A POPULAR OPINION OF THE ARMY. 


It is a hopeful sign of the progress of public opinion 
to a right estimate of the Army when we find the 
“Youth’s Companion,” having a popular circulation, of 
weekly advocating the increase of the Army. No paper 
has a wider influence in the home circle and on the 
youth of the land. In its last issue it says: “One of 
the first duties of Congress during this session is to de- 
termine how large the Army shall be. The question 
cannot wait, because the law under which the present 
Army is maintained ceases to operate on the first of July 
next. 

“There are now one hundred thousand soldiers in the 
Army of the United States, of whom sixty-five thousand 
are regulars and thirty-five thousand are volunteers. 
Should Congress take no action in the matter at this 
session, the volunteer regiments must be disbanded, and 
more than half of the regular troops will be mustered 
out, reducing the Army to twenty-eight thousand men— 
its strength before the Spanish war. 

“The need of prompt action is even more urgent than 
this statement suggests. There are now seventy thou- 
sand soldiers in the Philippines. In order to conform 
to the terms of existing law, considerably more than half 
of this force must be brought back to the United States 
before July 1, to be mustered out. To do this would be 
necessary very soon te begin sending the troops back. 
Until Congress acts, there is no authority for re-enlisting 
soldiers now in the service or for recruitng men to take 
their places. The consequences of withdrawing the 
troops under such conditions would be disastrous. 

“However much the existing state of things in the 
Philippines may be deplored, probably ao one would 
contend that the United States can meet its responsi- 
bilities, there and elsewhere, with a total military force 
of only twenty-eight thousand men. The necessity of 
an increase over the former strength is conceded, but 
eed Jarge an increase is required is a subject for de- 
ate.

COLONEL MEADE’S LAUNDRYMAN. 


Col. Robert L. Meade, of the Marine Corps, now back 
in this country, tells us that the washman he had in 
Manila used to live at Cavite Viejo, and to get from 
the quarters around to his home at Cavite he had to 
pass outside of our lines and go down a hollow and so 
around to his home. He came regularly and got the 
laundry and brought it back on time. He would take 
the clothes home and wash them, then go fight with the 
insurrectos, and at the proper time bring back the 
clothes. The Colonel found out about it when we cleaned 
the insurrectos out of Cavite Viejo and the intervening 
country. But he was a good washman. The clothes 
were clean and fragrant as a flower bed; and the 
Chinese washmen are not clean. 

The Colonel explains how the natives come into Man- 
ila. Even Aguinaldo has often come into Manila. He 
comes in in disguise whenever he particularly cares to. 
It is easy enough for the insurrectos to get in. They 
do it by the cedulas which are freely issued. A native 
comes to a provost marshal or other American officer 
and protests his friendliness. He is all “amigo.” He 
tells who he is and receives a bit of paper, the cedula, 
on which is written his name and the place that he 
comes from and a statement that he is a fisherman, or 
whatever he is, and is friendly to the Americans. Armed 
with this piece of paper any native can come within 
our lines at any time, look around all that he pleases and 
go away again. One man that Colonel Meade arrested 
had twenty-five of these papers in his clothes, made out, 
of course, in different names. These “amigos” when 
they wanted a cedula simply buried their guns where 
they could get them again at need and came within the 
lines and went again.

AS TO THE MILITARY ACADEMY BILL. 


We find some interesting statements, made by Col. A. 
L. Mills, Superintendent, in the hearings on the Military 
Academy bill before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. Asked by the Chairman, Mr. Hull, how many 
cadets, on the average, the Academy is short of its full 
quota of 481, Colonel Mills said that to-day there are 
present 425 cadets, and probably after the January ex- 
amination there will not be over 400. The addition by 
law of 100 cadets has increased the number of com- 
panies for cavalry drill from four to six. 

As to an item of $10,000 for partly meeting the ex- 
penses incident te the exercises in commemoration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the opening of the United 
States Military Academy, to be expended under the 
direction of the Superintendent, Colonel Mills said that 
this amount would not pay all expenses, but for the 
remainder — would: have to go down into their 
pockets, The opening of the memorial hall cost about 
$2,500 for the banquet and.preparations for it, and as 
big a thing as the propos celebration will entail a 
much larger expenditure. The commemorative exercises 
are to be held on the Fourth of July, 1902, and of 
course preparations have to be made in advance. -Mr. 
Hull remarked that an item “For a course of lectures 
for instruction to the corps of cadets, $1,200,” was’in 
entirely new language, and asked whether it was not 
a new Copertnee, Colonel Mills answered: “Yes; 1 
think it will appeal to you if you will give your thought 
to it. It will broaden the education of cadets, which is 
largely technical. It can not but be a good thing to 
bring prominent speakers and thoughtful speakers there 
to address them. I do not know of anything that will 
tend to broaden their education more than this addition. 
The country will get a good return for the expenditure.” 
‘’he course of lectures, he said, could be held on winter 
afternoons or Saturday evenings. 

The estimates “For Military Academy, $549,275” of 
this year was mentioned as being nearly $100,000 in 
excess of last year’s appropriation of $466,133, and ex- 
plained as being due to the increase of 100 in the num- 
ber of cadets. 

While the increase of hotel facilities at West Point 
was under discussion, Chairman Hull said: ‘“Uhe first 
time that I was on the Board of Visitors, when General 
Wilson was Superintendent of the Academy, I very 
naturally found fault with the hotel, and he said to me, 
‘I hope you will never improve that very much. If you 
get a first-class hotel here it will be made a resort, and 
this reservation is not intended as a resort. Spend your 
money to make your students and your professors com- 
fortable, and let the traveling public understand that 
they are not wanted as permanent residents of the 
reservation.’ ” Colonel Mills said there was no doubt 
about the truth of the last remark, but that he did not 
agree with Mr. Hull or General Wilson, considering it 
in essential part of the cadet’s education to be brought 
into contact with people generally, as it will increase his 
eflicieney as an officer.

OFFICERS FOR THE NAVY. 


Admiral Crowninshield expects to be able to train 
4,000 men for the Navy this year and the service can 
be expanded to train any necessary number. If 22,000 
men are allowed for the Navy no further increase will 
be required for three or four years. The increase in 
personnel of the Navy should correspond with the in- 
crease in the number of ships, and it takes so long to 
train an officer that there should be no delay in increas- 
ing the number of cadets at the Naval Academy. The 
Bureau recommends an increase of fifty lieutenants and 
250 junior lieutenants and ensigns. Fifty warrant ma- 
chinists are required and 5,000 enlisted men. The 
authority to use retired officers does not, in the opinion 
)) Admiral Crowninshield, relieve the situation at all, 
and the Navy Department should not have the power to 
foree a man who has been retired after long service to 
go again on duty. ‘Lhere are between twelve and 
twenty retired officers on shore duty. Admiral -Crown- 
inshield, asked by the House Naval Committee why more 
officers were not sent to sea, replied that their 
technical knowledge was required on shore. he en- 
gineers are still detailed by the engineer in chief, and 
he had great difficulty in getting him to send them to 
sea, even the officers who are available. As an exam- 
ple, about a year ago the commander of the Asiatic 
Squadron asked for fifteen officers, and he asked the 
chief to give him the names of that number of officers, 
and only got three or four. - Admiral Melville said he 
required them for inspection duty. 

Of the 100 machinists 99 were at sea and are doing 
watch duty in the engine room. The engineer service 
on our ships is, in the opinion of Admiral Crownin- 
shield, as efficient as it was before the amalgamation of 
the Engineer Corps with the line. With the exception 
of battleships our ships at sea have their full comple- 
ment. The principal difficulty is in getting the younger 
officers, who’ are kept on shore by the Bureau of 
.quipment and the Bureau of Ordnance.

The Secretary of the Navy has this week recommended 
to Congress the appointment of a director of physical 
training for the Naval Academy at a salary of $1,200 
a year. Superintendent Wainwright has recommended 
the appointment, saying that the athletic association 
has employed a director of physical training with much 
benefit to the cadets. In this connection the superin- 
tendent says: “It has been conclusively shown that 
his services prevent overtraining and its consequent 
evils. The training of young men in athletics has fre- 
quently been found to lead to serious physical results 
unless the work is carefully controlled by a competent 
trainer.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Francis Jarvis Patten, late 21st % 8. Inf., ee 
resigned from the Army in 1 Noy. 12, 1 
He was the eldest son of Capt. Jarvis Patten, first vom. 
wissione: of Navigation, av! was descended from a fam- 
ily that numbered among its members, fighters of rev- 
olutionary renown. In his carly youth his parents sent 
him to the University in He remained abroad 
four years, returning to enter ; colina at Ithaca, N. Y. 
Later he received an appointment to West Point. At 
the Military Academy he stood high in his class, taking 
first prize in drawing at the close of the four years’ 
course. He was commissioned a lieutenant in 1877, 
and spent ten years on the frontier, serving in Irdian 
warfare and studying when off duty in the line of en- 
gineering, mathematics and electricity. While stationed 
at Fort Boise, he engineered the laying of the first tele- 
graph line from Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, to Spokane, 
Washington. His first invention was a self-recording 
target, designed for rifle firing, which he was trying 
to place with the military authorities for general use ip 
the Army at the time of his death. This target is in- 
tended to du away with the present two men at the 
firing point and two at the target, and is intended to 
save the labor of pasting, marking and revolving, giving 
immediate and accurate record of firing. Later Lieu- 
tenant Patten conceived the idea of the application of 
alternating motors to synchronous multiplex telegrapby, 
and this invention was followed by numerous others. 
Among them may be mentioned alternating motors of 
various forms, a novel system of distribution by alter- 
nating currents, and the gyroscope, used on ocean ves- 
sels for giving the position of the vessel in mid-ocean. 

Mrs. Fanny Lawrence Ricketts, widow of the distin- 
guished Union general, James BR. Ricketts, and who for 
years was closely identified with the Children’s Hos- 
pital, died at her home in Washington, D. C., on Dee. 
13. Mrs. Rickets, after her marriage in 1855 accom- 
panied her husband to the Texas frontier, where she 
renianed until the breaking out of the Civil War, living 
in tents and adobe houses, with no companions of her 
own sex except Indians and Mexicans. She was with 
General Ricketts throughout the war, and shared bis 
incarceration in Labby Prison. She was the only woman 
ever confined there. Mrs. Ricketts was a native of 
Elizabeth, N. J. Her maternal great grandfather, Peter 
Livingston, and his brother, Philip, were signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, while another brother, 
William, was the first governor of New Jersey. Through 
her father, John F. Sharp Lawrence, of the Royal Navy, 
she traced her lineage to Sir Robert Lawrence, a cru- 
sader, one of whose descendants married a progenitor 
of Gen. George Washington. Throughout her life Mrs. 
Ricketts has been an active worker in all forms of 
charity. She was one of the founders of the Children’s 
Hospital, and for many years vice-president of the board 
of lady managers of Garfield Hospital. Immediately 
after the Civil War she took care of and acted as 
guardian for many children of soldiers killed in the 
Union army. 

Dr. Charles 8. Taft, the first surgeon to reach the side 
of President Lincoln after he had been shot in Ford’s 
Theatre, Washington, D. C., April, 1865, died at his 
home No. 39 South Seventh’ avenue, New York ity, 
Dec. 19. Shortly after the outbreak of the Civil War 
he entered the Medical Corps. Saw service in the net 
with the various armies up to 1863, after which he was 
stationed in Washington. 

Theodore Sedgwick Nye, brother of the late Lieut. 
Haile C. Nye, U. 8. N., died on Dec. 8 at his home, 257 
Degraw street, Brooklyis, N. Y., after a long illness. 
Mr. Nye, who was well-known as a lawyer and writer, 
came of Revolutionary and pioneer stock and was born 
in 1854 at Marietta, O., the original block house, which 
still exists in the possession of his family. It was the 
first garrison town of the then Northwest Territory, 
and was part of property given by the colonial govern- 
ment to his grandfather, Benjamin Tupper, a lieutenant 
colonel of the 21st Colonial regiment. 

Brevet Major Gen. John G. Parke, Colonel, U. 8. A., 
retired, a most distinguished and cultured officer, died 
Dec. 15 at his residence in Washington, D. C., aged T3. 
He was a Pennsylvanian and was graduated from West 
Point, second in his class, in 1849 ana promoted to the 
engineers. When the Civil War broke out he was a 
captain and in November, 1861, was appointed a briga- 
dier general of volunteers and a major general in July, 
1862. He took part in the North Carolina campaign of 
General Burnside, and also saw service along the South 
Carolina Coast. He was chief of staff of the Army of 
the Potomac while Burnside commanded it, and was 
engaged at South Mountain and Antietam. After this 
his, the 9th Corps, was sent to Kentucky. and operated 
there in connection with the Army of the Ohio. hence 
he proceeded to reinforce General Grant before Vicks- 
burg, and after the surrender of that place he com- 
manded the left wing of the Army under General Sher- 
man and participated in the pursuit of Johnston. - He 
Was temporarily in command of the Army of the Po- 
tomac durng the battle of Fort Stedman, and was pres- 
ent at the surrender of General Lee. He held brevets 
from lieatenant colonel to major general for his gal- 
lantry and services during the war. After the war he 
rendered high professional service in the office of the 
Chief of Engineers and was superintendent of the 
Military Academy from 1887 to 1889. He attained the 
grade of colonel, engineer corps in 1884 and was retired 
in 1889 upon his own application. This is but a brief 
resume of an ofticer who has deserved well of his coun- 
try. He leaves a widow but no children. The funeral 
took place in Washington Dec. 18 with due honors, after 
which the body was taken to Philadelphia for interment. 


Capt. Montgomery D. Parker, 8th Inf., who died 
Dec. 17 in Manila, from dysentery and liver trouble, 
was a son of the late Montgomery Davis Parker, of 
Boston, and a brother of Winthrop Parker, of New 
York. He was born June 25, 1851, and was "appointed 
second lieutenant, 9th Cav., in 1 ; was promoted first 
lieutenant in 1884, promoted captain, 7th Cav., in 1896, 
and transferred to the Sth Infantry in 1898.

The Ju Advocate then read an 
extract from a synopsis of the case furnished by the 
commanding officer, Fort Du Chesne, Utah, which stated 
that Private Samuel Turpin, Troop I, 9th Cav., Fort Du 
Chesne, Utah, had won all of Newman's money, in com- 

y with Ferrell, on or about Nov. 1, 1900, and that 
ewman had stated that hé (Newman) was broke. 
Turpin for this reason had given Newman a dollar. The 
eourt decided that Ferrell's appearing as a witness to 
state that Newman had a dollar on or about Nov. 2, 190, 
was of no value to the accused.” 

General Merriam in reviewing the proceasiog? says: 
“This action of the court was wholly improper. (First) 
in permitting the judge advocate to read into the record 
a mere memorandum; (Second) in declining to call a 
materia! witness for the defense, and in basing its refusal 
upon a. wrong premise (for the accused wished to show, 
not that he had a dollar, as the court states, but that he 
had ‘money’ of an amount not stated), and (Third) in 
prematurely passing upon and announcing its judgment 
as to the value of the testimony, whether already before 
the court or merely proposed. The right of an accused, 
in such a case, to attack and break any of the links of 
the chain by which his conviction is attempted, is one of 
especial value to him and the court greatly erred in de- 
nying it. For the reasons stated the proceedings, findings 
and sentence are disapproved. Private John H. Newman, 
Hospital Corps, U. S. A., will be released from confine- 
ment and restored to duty.” 


CIRCULAR 7, DEC. 7, DEPT. OF COLORADO. 

Publishes extracts from a letter requesting a decision 
as to whether or not troop cooks are excused from 
gymnastic exercises required and also as to eligibility 
for the same duty of the barrack guards of the troops. 
it being essential that some person should remain in the 
barracks to guard the property there during the absence 
of the entire organization at gymnastic exercises... In 
reply Brig. Gen. Merriam states that no men should be 
habitually excused from these exercises, but if conditions 
require a guard to be left in barracks, and that cooks 
should alternate from day to day, it will be considered 
as a substantial compliance with orders. It is assumed 
that every commander of a troop or company will avoid 
having his company bearing and exercises marred Ld 
awkward men whe have been habitually excused threug 
a short-sighted kindness. The development of individual 
athletes is not a primary object, and too often absorbs 
time and attention to the detriment of the service. That 
captain whose entire company is kept at the highest 
standard of physical training, including dexterity in the 
use of arms and horses, will certainly win the first hon- 
ors on the march, on the drill ground, on the target 
range or in the supreme test of battle. 


COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER.

Before a general court-martial which convened at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, pursuant to Par. 3, S._O., No. 233, 
Headquarters, Dept. of Porto Rico, dated Nov. 20, 1900, 
and of which Lieut. Col. Charles L. Davis, Ith Inf., was 
president, and Capt. Jesse MclI. Carter, Porto Rico Regi- 
ment, U. 8. V. Inf., was judge advocate, was arraigned 
and tried: 

Captain Richard R. Steedman, 11th Inf. 

Charge.—‘“‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man, in violation of the 61st Article of War.” 

Specification Ist.—‘‘In that Capt. Richard R. Steedman, 
lith Inf., being in uniform, did ride in a carriage thivugh 
a public street of the city of San Juan, P. R., and in the 

cincipal village or town of the municipailty of Rio 

iedras, P. R., in company with two prostitutes, to wit: 
one Dolores Topia, alias ‘Lola,’ and one America 
Mendez.” 

“This at the places specified, on the 16th day of Sep- 
tember, 1900, between the hours of 7 o’clock p. m. and 
midnight.” 

Specification 24.—“In that Capt. Richard R. Steedman, 
lith Inf., being in uniform and seated in a carriage with 
two prostitutes, to wit: one Dolores Topia, alias ‘Lola, 
and one American Mendez, did engage in a conversation 
with one Francisco Solis, said conversation resulting in, 
or being immediately followed by an altercation, Where- 
upon the said Capt. Steedman did alight from the car- 
riage and assault the said Francisco Solis, by striking 
him with a walking cane; the said Capt. Steedman being 
immediately afterwards assaulted by the said Francisco 
Solis, and other parties unknown, the result of the assault 
being the serious wounding of the said Capt. Steedman 
with a pistol ball fired by some person unknown, and the 
temporary disability of the officer named, to the scandal 
and disgrace of the service.” 

“All this at Rio Piedras, P. R., on the night of Sept. 
16, 1900.’" 

To which charge and specifications the accused, | pt. 
Richard R. Steedman, llth Inf., pleaded as follows: 

To the Ist Specification, ‘‘Not Guilty.” 

To the 2d Specification, ‘“‘Not Guilty.” 

To the Charge, “Not Guilty.” 

° Finding. 

Of the ist Specification “Guilty, excepting the word 
‘prostitutes’ but substituting therfor the words ‘women 
of doubtful reputation,’ and of the excepted words not 
guilty, but of the substituted words, guilty.” 

Of the 2a Specification, “Guilty, excepting the word 
‘prostitutes,’ but substituting therefor the words ‘women 
of doubtful reputation;’ also excepting the words ‘one 
Francisco Solis’ but substituting therefor ‘an unasown 
person;’ also excepting the words ‘assault the said 
Francise Solis by striking him with a walking care but 
substituting therefor the words ‘continue said altercation 
with persons unknown, and did strike one with his fist; 
also omitting the words ‘the said Francisco Solis and 
other’ and excepting the words ‘scandal and disgrace,’ 
but substituting therefore the word ‘prejudice’ and of the 
excepted and omitted words Not guilty; but of the sub- 
stituted words Guilty.” 

Of the Charge, ‘“‘Not Guilty, but guilty of conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline, in 
violation of the 62d Article of War.” 

Sentence. 

And the court does therefore sentence him, Capt. Rich- 
ard R. Steedman, 11th Inf., ‘“‘To be reprimanded in gen- 
eral orders and to be reduced in rank fifty numbers on 
the lineal list of captains of Inf.” 

In the foregoing case of Capt. Richard R. Steedman, 
lith Inf., the evidence adduced in support of the charge 
and snecifications as to the character of the women 
with whom the accused rode to Rio Piedras and in whose 
company he assautled a bystander, is thought by the 
reviewing authority to have warranted a finding of guilty 
of violation of the 6list Article of War, but the court 
has evidently given the accused the benefit of the doubt, 
if any existed. The findings are approved. 

The reviewing authority had hoped that the accused 
would have been able to prove his entire innocence of 
any offense, but his brother officers have held that his 
conduct deserves the severe punishment of a reprimand 
in G. O. and a degradation in official standing. 

The sentence is approved. The publication to the Army 
of this judgment of the court is deemed to be a sufficient 
compliance with the requirement of the sentence as to 
the reprimand. 

Capt. Steedman is released from arrest and restored 
to duty.

From his testimony, supported by 
other eye-witnesses, the facts attending the taking of the 
life of a helpless and unoffending woman, and the active

yond any reasonable doubt. The witnesses all agree 
that the motive for the crime was a superstitious belféf 
that the murdered woman was a witch; the plain in- 
ference being that her ignorant assailants attributed to

An enlisted man of the Regular or Volunteer Army who 
desires to procure his discharge from the United States 
service, by favor, should address a letter to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, accompanied by such corroborative 
cata as he may possess, setting forth the reasons upon 
which he bases his application, and hand or mail it to his 
company commander, who in turn will forward it through 
the usual military channels, with the recommendation 
and remark upon the interests of the service involved 
and the validity of the reasons advanced by the appli- 
cant. Applications which do not come forward in this 
manner will nut be entertained. 

All applications must be forwarded to the Adjutant 
General of the Army through intermediate commanders, 
who will approve or disapprove as provided in Army 
Regulations, par. 765. Such communications, upon return 
to the commanding officer of the company, constitute a 
part of the company records and will not be delivered 
into the possession of the soldier, who will, however, be 
properly informed of the final action taken in the case. 

Soldiers transferred from one regiment to another at 
their own request, and soldiers going on furlough, must 
bear the expense incident thereto, and they are not en- 
titled to Covernment transportation.

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THE BOOZ CASE. 


The present officers of the Military Academy may 
exclaim in the language of Scripture: “The fathers 
have eaten sour grapes, and the children’s teeth are 
set on edge.” They are held responsible by public opin- 
ion for sins they did not commit, and for practices which 
they are making an earnest and very successful effort 
to correct. Tne case of Cadet Booz is in every respect 
a most unfortunate one. That he was hazed in the usual 
fashion while at the Academy appears to be admitted. 
It is beyond question that he did die two years later, 
but it has been clearly shown that the events were not 
related to each other as cause and effect. The young 
men who took part in the hazing or were cognizant of it 
are showing a commendable spirit in answering fully 
and frankly the questions designed to elucidate the 
truth, without reference to the effect their conduct 
may have upon their personal fortunes. This was only 
what was to be expected of cadets at the Military 
Academy, and it gives great weight to their testimony 
as opposed to that founded upon loose recollections in- 
fluenced by feeling. Academy authorities are put in the 
very disadvantageous position of being obliged to prove 
a negative. The unwillingness of the physician in the case 
to answer the questions addressed to him by a properly 
organized court is to be explained by the delicate rela- 
tions existing between a doctor and his clients and his 
unwillingness to antagonize their opinions, however erro- 
neous they may be. No physician would testify that 
the disease of which young Booz died could have been 
produced by the application of tabasco sauce to his 
throat, and it has been preved that the pepper sauce 
he did take, which was not tabasco, did not go beyond 
his tongue. 

But it will not be easy to convince the class of per- 
sons who are disposed to think evil of West Point, 
whatever the facts as demonstrated by the Court of 
Inquiry may show. ‘They will not wait for the conclu- 
sions of the court before passing judgment in the case, 
and we fear that its findings will not determine public 
opinion. While awaiting the verdict we may suggest 
to the cadets at the Academy and to the Alumni of the 
institution that this affair makes it clear, if there could 
be any doubt in the case, that Colonel Mills should 
receive their cordial and united support in his efforts 
to put a final and complete termination to practices 
which, whatever may be said in condonation of them, 
ure wholly inadmissible, being prohibited by a statute 
which, besides its authority as law, has additional sup- 
port in an unmistakable public sentiment. This senti- 
ment must be recognized and respected, because of 
its influence upon the future of the Academy, if for no 
other reason. The present superintendent has shown 
a determined purpose thus far in dealing with hazing 
and the insulting of officers by “silence” and by snech 
pranks as tying a dead cat to the coat-tail of an officer. 
He should receive the fullest support of public senti- 
ment in the Army in what he is undertaking to do. 
Acts which may seem innocent enough in themselves, 
and might pass as venial sins under other circumstances, 
become mortal offenses when they evince disrespect for 
authority and are done in direct violation of orders and 
of statute law. 

It should always be remembered that we are training 
young men at the national academies for command, and 
the foundation of a character fitted to exercise authority 
is respect for authority and respect for the rights and 
the freedom of others. Hazing is an exercise of lynch 
law, which, however worthy its objects or beneficial 
its results, cannot be admitted in any form or to any 
extent in a military institution controlled by law. What- 
ever the remedy for it may be, it must be applied with- 
out fear or favor. The national academies, and especial- 
ly the Military Academy, are always rowing against 
so strong a tide of public sentiment that it is necessary 
to sacrifice remorselessly any of the crew who cannot 
be depended upon to obey orders. 

It has been suggested that as a punishment fitted to 
the crime the cadet guilty of infringing the rules and 
the law concerning hazing should be sentenced to spend 
a year in the ranks, or in the case of the Naval Acad- 
emy, in one of the classes at the training school for 
naval apprentices. In this way the young man could 
be saved to his profession and learn at the same time 
the lessons he needs of how to obey. At the end of his 
probation he could be returned to the Academy in a 
lower class, or if he chose to keep up his studies and 
could pass the requisite examination he might be‘ re- 
stored to his old position and graduate in the class with 
which he entered. 

The argument for hazing is that it is supposed to take 
the conceit out of a man and teach him the value of 
prompt obedience. We know of nothing better calcu- 
lated to accomplish these desirable objects than the 
remedy for hazing here suggested. It wouid be free 


from the objections to hazing as an unauthorized and 
unregulated application of punishment by a tribunal 
wholly without authority to pass judgment. 

It is well for those disposed to criticise the adminis- 
tration of the atademies to remember that the offense 
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of hazing is not indulged in by the highest classes, which 
have had the longest period of instruction, but is con- 
fined to those who are comparatively fresh from the 
homes of the people and are still controlled by the civil- 
ian ideas which must be educated out of a man before he 
can become a thorough soldier. West Point and Anna- 
polis are to be judged by the finished proauct and not 
by the raw and oftentimes extremely raw material 
they have in process of transformation. It is difficult to 
guard against the results of home training or the lack 
of it in young men chosen with a democratic disregard 
of the family and social influences, which are, however 
popular and Congressional sentiment may condemn them, 
the most powerful factors in furnishing us with men of 
authority who are not only officers, but who are also 
in the finest sense gentlemen; gentlemen not merely in 
the knowledge of the refinements of life and the 
usages of good society, but in that larger meaning of 
the term which includes self-restraint, absolute courtes) 
to inferiors as well as superiors; and a sense of justice 
so fine that it is as jealous of the rights of others as of 
its own privileges. The man who seeks to be an officer 
and a gentleman in the true sense strives for the highest 
attainable perfection in human conduct. That all who 
wear a uniform should not attain to it is less a refiee- 
tion apon our methods of military instruction than upon 
the crude methods of selecting candidates for the Army, 
which take less account of personal characteristics 
and those qualities which are recognized as belonging to 
good blood, than to influence and the education of the 
schools. In speaking of blood and family we have no 
reference to wealth, to influence, or to social pretence, 
but solely to the indefinable quality of manhood which 
is the basis of character. The blood in a horse will 
show itself even though he is hitched to a butcher’s 
cart, and it will reveal itself in a man, however lowly 
his estate. 

In their annual report the last Board of Visitors to 
the Military Academy said of nazing: “The strength of 
the practice is in the encouragement it receives from 
ideas of manliness common to all institutions for the 
instruction of young men. It cannot be doubted that 
the thoughtlessness of youth sometimes carries them 
too far, securing for brutality the tolerance which should 
be shown only to playfuiness. Practices of which chi 
complaint has been made were introduced at the Acad- 
emy within recent years by an officer who has during 
the present year been dismissed from the military sery- 
ice by the verdict of a court-martial. The vigorous efforts 
made by the faculty of the Academy to prevent their 
recurrence will no doubt be successful.” 








VYHE ARMY BiLuw BEFORE THE SENATH. 

In his hearing before the ..1itary Committee of the 
Senate on Dec. 11 Secretary Root presented in the 
strongest possible terms the necessity for the prompt 
passage of the Army bill, calling attention to the fact 
that if the War Department does not get the Army in- 
crease asked for we will have to abandon a large portion 
of the Philippines, portions of the islands where we 
have established a civil government, where we have in 
good faith been trying to do what we professed we 
meant to do, and that is to give the Filipinos the best 
self-government that is possible; and where we have got 
municipal organizations—that is, the basis of govern- 
ment—the entire country being included in the munici- 
palities. We have officers, Filipinos, in those munici- 
palities who have aken officers and are friendly, and we 
have to protect them. If we withdraw our garrisons in 
the present state of affairs, they will be left defenseless; 
they will be murdered; their property will be destroyed, 
and the United States will be brought into disgrace; and 
justly so, because it will have proved faithless to the 
most solemn obligations 

Senator Cockrell said: “I wish to say very frankly 
that in my mind there is no question about a bill pass. 
ing. It is impossible to say the exact day when it 
may get through the conference, but I do not know 
that it would be a very great breach of anything if 
the Secretary was to commence enlistments now.” 

The difficulty lies with the matters of reorganization 
and staff change. Senator Harris asked: “Why would 
it not be a good plan, in view of the emergency, the 
time which is so essential, to utterly abandon all these 
difficult questions of reorganization which perplex, con- 
fuse and delay, and simply authorize the enlistment of 
so many additional regulars—regular troops—you could 
indicate the number—and drop all these questions of 
reorganization for the time being?’ 

The Chairman of the Committee, Senator Hawley, 
said: “Mr. Secretary, this is the way I thought about 
it. I would not attempt any of these fanciful changes 
and reorganizations; they will take you months and 
cost you thousands of men. I would say in two lines, 
‘The President is authorized to raise 50,000 men,’ or 
whatever the number may be, and let him raise them 
in the old-fashioned way he raised them during the 
Civil War.” 

Secretary Root argued that it was necessary to pass 
the bill as a whole in order to adjust the military or- 
ganization to the new conditions created by an increase 
in numbers. He said: “Early last summer a com- 
munication was sent to the head of each staff and 
supply department asking for suggestions as to the bill 
for the increase of the Army, and those suggestions 
were all sent in, and after they came in I studied 
them, and it seemed to me that every head of depart- 
ment or corps, actuated by the most praiséworthy de- 
sire to promote his own department, was asking for 
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more officers than he ought to have in proportion to 
the Army which we ‘propose; and we made up a 
scheme for the officers in the different grades in the 
supply department which was designed to give them 
the number of officers that seemed to an unprejudiced 
observer, looking at them all as I did, to be sufficient, 
arranged in the different grades so as to make the 
officers for the respective services adequate. The fight- 
ing men of the Army are the men who have the -hard- 
ships and the dangers and the hard work, and it dovs 
not seem to me that the difference between the staff 
and the line ought to be so disproportionate that the 
small number of subordinate officers, the small number 
of captains and lieutenants in the staff, should have , 
greater number of field offices to look forward to than 
Ge large number of captains and lieutenants in the 
ne. 

“The captains and lieutenants of the line are away 
in Cuba and Porto Rico and in China and in the Phil- 
ippines and in the Western agg and they have nobody 
to speak for them, unless t War Department speaks 
for them. The officers of the staff are here, every 
one of them, in the city of Washington, and they are 
all pressing your committee to give them more field 
otticers for their promotion, and I want to speak for 
fairness for the line. I want to say that in my judg- 
ment the officers provided in the bill as it was sent 
to you, which was introduced by Senator Hawley, and 
the bill as it originally went into the House are suf 
ficient for the army which we expect to have. 

“‘We do not any of us expect that for any considerable 
period an army of 100,000 men will be maintained, and 
for an army of 60,000 men the provisions you made are 
certainly sufficient. Nor do I think it is advisable to 
increase the officers of high grade in the staff depart- 
ments, as the heads of those departments have asked 
you to increase them. All the heads of the staff de- 
partments are gentlemen for whom I have the highest 
respect and for whom I have-warm regard. They look 
after the interests of their officers. They are anxious 
to secure the greatest measure of promotion for them 
possible; they are doing the duty of friendship for them; 
but my observation has been that the captains do a 
great deal more work than the colonels; and if you 
make these staff departments top-heavy, with too great 
a number of officers of high rank, you are not increas- 
ing their efficiency, but the contrary.” 

As to the matter of detail the Secretary said: “I 
can only say that all the study and observation that 
I have had since the time that we were discussing it 
before has but confirmed me in the conviction that the 
control of the permanent staff departments in the city 
of Washington is an evil, that it ought to be remedied, 
and that it is highly important for the Army that there 
should be interchangeable service between the line and 
the staff; that these gentlemen who are in the staff 
departments should periodically go back to the line and 
serve, and that the officers of the line should have reas- 
onable rotation in service in the staff. Now, the House 
has included that principle to a certain extent in the 
bill which they have thrust into this, but to the same 
extent that it was included in your action last session.” 

Senator Proctor said: “The first I heard about this 
question of detail was from the President. I hap- 
pened to be here in the city in August, 1898, and 
was at the White House, and in speaking about the 
war, he said that the Navy system of details worked 
very much better, and he hoped that system would be 
adopted in the Army, ‘and,’ said he, ‘I would like to 
recommend it.’ It was a casual conversation. I think 
Secretary Long was present at the time, and he joined 
in and spoke of how smoothly it worked in the Navy, 
free from any pressure or influence.” 

Senator Warren: “You do not have any idea that 
you can get a fully changed staff through the House, 
have you?’ 

Secretary Root: “Yes; if it goes through the com- 
mittee. ere are two or three on the committee who 
are in the way. I want to say one thing further: The 
House has stricken out from the bill the provision that 
chiefs of the staff departments—the supply depart- 
ments—should be appointed by the President for four 
years. 

“The only trouble about these departments is this: 
The business is too enormous for any one head of the 
War Department to follow it in its details, or even in 
many of its most important operations. The amount 
of business is so great that the heads of staff corps and 
departments practically have control, without the Sec- 
retary of War knowing what they are doing. 

“These business operations are brought to the atten- 
tion of the Department in the main only when the head 
of the Department wants to shift the responsibility— 
when he thinks there may possibly be trouble in the 
future. The great mass of them go on unless some pat- 
ticular attention is brought to it, so that business is 
being run not by the President as Commander in Chief, 
not by the Secretary of War, not by the General Com- 
manding the Army, but by ten separate, independent, 
disconnected, and unrelated heads, and they are all 
irresponsible. When business is of such a magnitude 
that the one head cannot go into its details and cannot 
know what is going on, there is only one way to control 
it, and that is by having the power to hold the men 
who do run it responsible, so if they do not make it 
run right they can be made to. That is not so now. 

“In the war of the Rebellion vou had the volunteer 
force, and it so immensely overwhelmed the regular 
force that you had to practically detail.” 

Senator Warren: “You have spoken of the staff and 
the officers of the staff working for their own interest. 
You are at the head of the Army, as Secretary Long 
is at the head of the Navy. you know of any 
reason why the Navy officers shall be retired one grade 
eer and the Army officers not?’ 

retary Root: “I do not: and I think it is humili 
ating and an invidious distinction against the Army 
officers that should not made.” 

Senator Warren: “I think it is exceedingly humili- 
ating, and I do not think it defensible from any pos 
sible point, I want to say, after living thirty-three 
years on the frontier, the great part of the hardships 
the great part of the emoluments that should go to 
those officers can justly be considered for services ov 
the frontier, for nearly all of them have served there. 
and they suffered great privations, not only from 
wounds received in battle, but they have been contint- 
ously under great privation. They have lived where 
their salaries amounted, really, in purchasing power, 
to not half what they would amount to at home. They 
have had to go hundreds of miles off a railroad, where 
they have had to stage it, and it has cost them a t 
deal to send their children away to school. So I say 


the class of officers that have served through the Indian 


wars have suffered great hardships.” : 
Secretary Root: “Of course, they have had a far 
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harder time than the officers of the Navy. As you ‘say, 
they have-had great hardships. The men in the Navy 
have not had anywhere near so hard a time. Right 
there I would call attention to a curious thing; we 
have more men drowned than the Navy has.”

Secretary Root: “As it stands now we have 499—in 
round numbers, 500—officers of the Regular Army on 
detail, notwithstanding the most painstaking efforts to 
cut the details down. I have cut down the details at 
colleges and military schools, and so on.’ 

Senator Cockrell: ‘What duties are they on?’ 

Secretary Root; “They are commanding volunteer 
regiments, cuoctng, customs, and they are stationed at 
military schools. fhey are inspecting hospitals; they 
are running the civil government in Cuba. and the 
Philippines, and are <_s'* as aids to numerous of- 
ticers, volunteers and regulars. 

Senator Shoup: ‘Have you any on the active list 
now that are looking after cadets at colleges?” 

Secretary Root: “No; there may be one or two 
wounded officers, but there is no officer on the active 
list who is fit for active. service who is doing that work. 
My impression is that I haye sent one or two men.’ 

Senator Cockrell: “You have sent some who are on 
the retired list, which is perfectly right.” 

\s to the artillery features of his bill, Secretary 
Root said: “That was a measure that had been agreed 
upon at that time substantially by everyone concerned; 
and it was a measure which was drafted by a number 
of artillery officers who had gotten together and endeav- 
ered to put on paper provisions stating what the of- 
ticers of the artillery want, and it was sent to me by 
«eneral Miles, inclosed in a letter from him to me, 
und was put into the bill that was before you at the 
last session and reported by you at the last session, 
all its substance, just as it came from General Miles. 
And at that time there was no dissent whatever from 
anybody that I ever heard to the proposition that there 
should be a corps formation. Persqnally, I care very 
little about it. It is a technical question. My own 
io was captured by the arguments in favor of that 

mation. It seemed to me that it was wise; but it is a 
matter of minor consequence whether vou have a corps 
formation or a regimental formation. I put it into the 
bill that came before you and that you reported at the 
last session because everybody had agreed, including 
the Major General Commanding the Army.” 

Senator Cockrell: ‘‘We put it in because we had 
been told the same thing; but we are told by a dis- 
tinguished artillery officer that nobody in the artillery 
corps Wants it, and I confess that I feel a little: non- 
plussed about it, because we reported it before; and 
you have explained how it came to you.” 

Senator Proctor: “A bright officer of Colonel Guen- 
ther’s regiment had been at my house the night before 
arguing very strongly in favor of the corps organiza- 
tion, the best statement I had heard from that stand 
point. So they are not unanimously in favor of the 
regimental organization.” 

In his testimony before tne Committee Lieutenant 
General Miles expressed his objections to the corps 
feature of the artillery measure. He also proposed to 
do away with the squauron quartermasters and- com- 
missaries, thus cutting out three second lieutenants or 
155 officers in all, in order to make up the additional 
officers of artillery. He also objected to the provision 
providing for only a gradual increase of the artillery 
and to the proviso that the increase of officers of ar- 
tillerv shall only be in proportion to the increase of 
men, an utterly absurd and unjust measure. As Gen- 
eral Miles said: “If the war continues and the demand 
for men in the Philippine Islands is continued, every 
recruit that is enlisted may be rushed to the Pnhilip- 
pine Islands to fill up the infantry and cavalry, and 
the artillery can mark time for practically five years; it 
will be practically five years before the officers will get 
their promotions.” 

General Miles also said: “I believe that an officer 
would be better if he could change at his own request, 
or at the direction of the President, from one corps to 
another, so that his education would be gradual through 
the different departments and arms of the service, so 
when he got to the rank of colonel he would have a 
thorough practical knowledge of all the departments 
and he would be able to organize and command and 
discipline and drill, and fight, if necessary, a brigade 
or corps or army for the United States Government.” 

General Miles further urged that men re-enlisting in 
the Philippines should be paid $300 in lieu of cost 
of transportation. “I know.” he said, “of some dis- 
tressing cases where the families of the men have re- 
mained here and they are struggling with poverty, strug- 
gling to get necessary food, and iit those men got $300 
it would be a godsend to them.” 

It appears that the provision for a veterinary corps 
was introduced into the Army bill in the House under 
a misapprehension, and it is not likely to stand when 
it comes to the final passage of the bill. Secretary 
Root stated that the President was opposed to it; that 
he himself was opposed to it; Lieutenant General 
Miles opposes it, as do Generals Ludington and General 
Merritt. Yet it was stated in the House that all of 
these were in favor of the new corps, and the House 
Committee, who were opposed to it, were persuaded 
to let it pass, it being stated that there was a general 
agreement of the military authorities in favor of it. 
Secretary Root said of the measure: “I protest against 
it as being the reversal of all the principles of sound 
aiministration and an increase of the evil that now 
oppresses the American Army, which is an excess of 
multiple command—too many bureaus and too much 
staff control. I do not object to having competent vet- 
erinarians; I do not object to their having rank which 
will enable them to take places in the headquarters and 
be treated on a different basis from the enlisted man; 
but I submit that the officer who has charge of the 
horses of a regiment should be under the command of 
the colonel of the regiment, and not an independent 
oilicer, receiving constant instructions and communica- 
tions from the Secretary of War through the head of 
the bureau, which will be superior to the control and 
the directions and the discipline of the colonel of the 
regiment.” 

Col. Francis L. Guenther, 4th Art., who appeared 
before the committee, said: “Prom my own knowledge 
| think the universal opinion is that the regimental or- 
ganization should be retained. I know hardly any 
irtillery officers opposed to the regimental organization. 
W e have always taken a pride in our regimental organi- 
zation, and I think the officers have always had an 
a tection for their regiments.” 

Colonel Guenther said that he had heard no reason 
whatever assigned for breaking up the regimental or- 
ganization. It ought not to be done. He thought the 
proper strength for a battery was 113 men, and for a 
light battery 160 to 175. A Senator asked: “What 
advantage is there in having ‘the — batteries attached 
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to the regiment? They are never with the heavy bat- 
Saee are they?” 

Colonel Guenther: “No.” 

Senator Proctor: “Is there an —_ advan in 
having them part of the regimenta nization 

Colonel Guenther: “I do not think. ere is. If they 
could be organized inte a meomeent by themselves they 
could have a head, and perhaps that would be better. a 

A. G. General Corbin appeared before the committee 
and urged his objections to the Corps of Veterinaries. 
He said: ‘The present service js efficient and economi- 
eal, satisfactory "to everybody, and the only people who 
desire a change are the men who want to get in as 
colonels and lieutenant colonels and m 

General Corbin stated that the corps feature of the 
artillery had been adopted in accordance with the wishes 
of the artillery officers. He said: ‘They have always 
been dissatisfied with the present organization, and we 
left it to them, and it was the unanimous opinion of the 
officers that it was for the interest of the Service that 
they should have it this way.” 

The heads of the several staff departments also ap- 
peared before the Senate Committee and urged that it 
was a matter of imperative necessity that their several 
corps and departments should be yay more officers and 
more rank. General Breckinridge asked that‘ the 
inspector general should be made a major general during 
his own incumbency and that said inspector should be 
provided with a clerk and messenger as the paymasters 
are.

RETIREMENT WITH ADVANCED GRADE. 


The Secretary of War has transmitted the following 
letter to the chairman of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs: 

To the Honorable, the Secretary of War: 

Sir: I feel that I would be unmindful of a duty due 
the older officers of the Service if I did not again invite 
your attention to their claims for reward and recogni- 
tion. I refer to those who have had service during the 
war of 1861-1865, and been in service since then, having 
served through all our Indian wars, and more recently 
in Cuba, Porto Rico, China and the Philippine Islands. 
There are, all told, 268 remaining on the active list. 
Most of the colonels are now fast approaching the 
limit fixed by law fer active service, and many of them 
have so little time to serve that good administration 
would not watrant their being advanced on the active 
list. To enable a general to enter upon his duties intel- 
ligently and satisfactorily he should have at least three 
years of active service ahead of him. A number of the 
colonels have only a few, some a very few months to 
serve, and even if vacancies should be created, they 
cannot, for the reasons stated, be made brigadier gen- 
erals, so that the Department will be, in the absence of 
legislation, constrained to retire them without the re- 
ward to which their long and faithful services fully en- 
title them. 

To this end I request that you urge the restoration to 
the bill now pending before the Senate the section that 
provides for the retirement of this class of officers, with 
an advanced grade. This will enable the colonels to be 
made brigadier generals, the lieutenant colonels to be 
retired as colonels, majors as lieutenant colonels, and 
captains as majors—a reward that no one who at all 
appreciates their claims will begrudge them. 

It has been represented that those already on the re- 
tired list claim the same recognition, and for this reason 
the section in question was stricken out in the House of 
Representatives. While those on the retired list have 
claims to the gratitude and respect of all patriotic 
citizens, certainly men having service of forty years and 
of the kind that our officers of recent years have been 
called upon to meet, have claims far superior to those 
who have served but a comparatively brief period, and 
who have been in the enjoyment of the emoluments of 
their grade, living in the peace and quiet of their 
homes. 

Again I ask that you cause this to be presented to the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs with such recom- 
mendation as in your judgment the case calls for. 

The greater number of beneficiaries of this proposition 
are so far away as not to be able to have their claims 
heard, vee if they were disposed to make them. As a 
rule, they y A the Department to guard their in- 
terests, and ing conscious of this fact, I feel it a 
duty to appeal for this consideration. 

Appended hereto is a statement showing the number 
and names of officers that would be affected by the 
enactment of the section in question.

In transmitting this letter the Secretary asks that the 

pee of Section 36, stricken from the Army Bill, 

restored. Of the officers to be benefited by it he 
says: 

You will see that there are but 268 of all grades. 
You will see that a large proportion of them have al- 
ready held and rendered service in the volunteer forces 
in the higher grades in which this provision would enable 
them to retire. Among them are many who. have ren- 
dered conspicuous service as major generals and briga- 
dier generals, and but for such a provision must now 
retire as colonels or lieutenant colonels. All of Gam, 
by the terms of the provision, must have served thro 
the Civil War, the Indian wars, the war with Soin 
and in the Philippines and in China. This provision 
gives to them, after a lifetime of faithful and devoted 
service, merely a retiring rank commensurate with the 
responsibility they have borne and the duties they have 
performed. Congress has accorded the same privilege 
to the officers of the Navy. Surely the services and 
sacrifices and achievements of these veterans of the 
Army leave no just wroend for an invidious distiuction 
against them.” 

Brigadier generals retired on or before Aug. 11, 1898 
and not retired within six months after promotion to 
brigadier general: Graham, William M.; Shafter, Wil- 
liam R.; Coppinger, J. J.; Anderson, Thomas M.

Speculation has been rife for many months now as to 
who will be selected by the President to fill the vacancy 
in the grade of brigadier general in the Regular Service 
created by the retirement last September of General 


Wheeler. It was stated that the appointment would be 
made as soon as Congress convened, but up to the present 
time no announcement of the appointment has 
officially made. As has been hinted on several occa- 
sions, it is the wish of the War Department to give ad- 
vanced rank to both Colonel Daggett and to Colonel 
Schwan, of the Adjutant General's Department. So 
much criticism has been made, however, upon the plan 
of appointing an officer to advanced rank with the idea 
of his imriediate retirement, that it was thought best to 
await the action of Congress on the Army reorganiza- 
tion bill. In the House, it will be remembered, 
clause giving advanced rank with retirement to those 
officers below the grade of brigadier general who served 
in the Civil War was stricken out. A strenuous effort 
has been made on the part of the War Department and 
by officers on the retired list of the Army to have this 
section restored by the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, and it is believed that their efforts will be 
crowned with success. In such an event it will be un- 
necessary to take the action contemplated in the cases 
of the two officers mentioned. As predicted in tne 
Army and Navy Journal, it is the intention to give Gen- 
eral Chaffee the advanced grade, the vacancy in which 
was created by the retirement of General Wheeler. It 
is universally conceded that General Chaffee has earned 
his promotion not only by his services in Cuba, but more 
especially by his more recent services rendered in China.

According to advices from San Francisco the trans- 
port Belgian King, which arrived there from Manila 
on Dec. 8, had several narrow escapes from going to 
the bottom. She encountered a typhoon two days after 
she left Manila. The coal in her bunkers fted and 
the transport for forty-eight hours was on her beam 
ends. Only the sudden abating of the storm saved 
the transport from going to the bottom. 
storm was at its height, a watertank burst, flooded 
the engine room and put out the fires. ‘The vessel 
then drifted with the storm for 200 miles. The 
King was laid up for seventeen days for repairs at Hong 
Kong and after leaving that port her coal caught fire 
through carelessness in loading it and burned for three 
days, while the transport’s officers made desperate 
to reach Taku. The fire gained such headway that at 
one time some staterooms were too hot to 
Attempts to quench the fire were fruitless, and it finally 
died down itself.

VARIOUS NAVAL I'1EMS. : 


The difficulties attending the completion of the gov- 
ernuient ice plant at Agana, Island of Guam, are graph- 
ically set forth in a recent report sent to the Navy De- 
partment through Governor Schroeder, and the fact that 
something less than two months was occupied in the 
work of installation speaks well for the skill of the 
artisans and for the perseverance of the officer charged 
with that duty. The ice plant has been an unqualified 
success, and to the natives, who have never seen ice 
before, the output seems near akin to miraculous. Gov- 
ernor Schroeder is much pleased with the working of 
the “factory,” and the medical officers on duty at Guam 
have already inaugurated the practice of “prescribing” 
ice for fever patients under their care. Considerable 
damage was done the ice works by the typhoon of Oct. 
16, but it is hoped that no irreparable injury was in- 


tlicted upon the new industry. 
In a hearing before the Naval Committee of the 
House Admiral Hichborn expressed. the opinion that the 


principal navy yards should all be put in order and work 
distributed among them instead of being concentrated 
ata few yards. Sending so many vessels to Norfolk 
was, in the opinion of the Chief Constructor, an uncalled 
for 1nd improper distribution of work, being in the line 
of « policy which compels some yards to work over- 
time while others are dismissing men. There is another 
advantage in an equable distribution of work and that 
is increasing a local sentiment which helps the appro- 
priation. During the Civil War it was found indispen- 
sible to consider this sentiment, and it should never be 
gnored without satisfactory cause. 

Rear Admiral O’Neil has appeared before the Naval 
Committee of the House to urge an appropriation for 
the purekase of a piece of property near Indian Head 
which is within the range of fire. The owners have 
mad much trouble by getting out an injunction against 
the tring. Eighteen thousand dollars is a liberal price 
for the land and if it cannot be purchased for this it 
should be condemned. ‘The Admira] expressed serious 
doubts as to the wisdom of consolidating bureaus. He 
thoucht it doubtful whether their would be any great 
Saviig of expense as there was always a rush in dis- 
carding a well tried system for an experimental one. 
The present division of responsibility would have to 
continue eyen were the bureaus cunsoljdated. There 
must be a division for building engines and another for 
building hulls, and to get two machine shops under one 
roof it would be necessary to build a new shop. 

It appears from a statement of Surgeon General Van 
‘eypen that fully a third of those applying for admis- 
lon to the Medical Corps of the Navy are physically 
lisqualified. It is very difficult to fill vacancies in the 
‘orps and young doctors appear to prefer the Army. 

A fire, the origin of which was a mystery, occurred at 
be Navy Yard. Norfolk, Va., Dec. 16, and much valu- 
tble property was destroyed. ‘The fire occurred in the 
attern department and some 7,000 drawings were des- 
‘toyed and practically all the timber and other contents 
ft the building.

Drydock No. 2 at the Navy Yard, New York, will be 
ready for use as soon as the caisson is received from its 
maker, which it is expected will be by about Jan. 1 next. 
The dock is of concrete and constructed under the direc- 
tion and plans of Civil Engineer P. Z. m, U. 8. 
N. The New York “Tribune” in an interesting article 
on the dock in its issue of Dec. 16 among other things 
says: “It is a triumph for the Navy Yard, which de- 
signed and constructed the dock within about a year 
without outside help, except in the construction of the 
new caisson. And it rounds out the remarkable career 
of its designer and builder, Capt. Peter Z. Asserson, 
chief of the Civil Engineering Department and the De- 
partments of a and ks, who has applied for 
retirement on Jan. 5, when he will be sixty-two years 
old. Captain Asserson originated many of the most im- 
portant improvements in the yard, and personally super- 
vised the work of construction. ydock No, 2 is prob- 
ably the last of his achievements to be completed before 
his retirement, although there are many others which 
will be enduring monuments to his foresight and skill 
when others shall have carried his plans into execution. 
A feature of Captain Asserson’s administration of the 
Civil Engineering Department of the yard has always 
been the moderate cost of his achievements as com- 
pared with similar works under the contract system.” 

The. Marine Hospital Service is about to abandon its 
quarantine station at Dry Tortugas, Fla. This will per- 
mit the Navy Department to again occupy the place for 
a coaling and repair station. 

A system has been put into operation in the Navy 
and Marine Corps under which certain offenders under 
sentence by court-martial may be released and restored 
to duty under probation, the execution of the sentence 
remaining in abeyance during good behavior. So far the 
results are reported as sat:sfa-tory. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared provid- 
ing for the establishment of a coaling station in Nar- 
ragansett Bay, R. I. The station will be located at 
Portsmouth Grove, six mus above Newport. 

Rear Admiral O'Neil thiaks that the Bultimore has 
more weight in her battery than is desirable. It is 
proposed to give her a uniform battery of twelve 6-inch 
guns, which will weigh less. 

According to Admiral] Hichborn, Admiral Sampson 
doubts whether the dry dock at the Boston Yard will 
be finished within his lifetime. The cofferdam has 
burst three times so far. ‘The builders of the dock have 
nothing but a hole with water in it. In the meantime, 
the granite men are delivering granite and waiting im- 
patiently for it to be put in.

Work on the Galveston is progressing rapidly, and by 
the time her keel blocks are ready much of the detail 
work on frames will be in a forward state. — Unlike 
her predecessors at the works of the W. R. Trigg Co., 
the Galveston will be launched stern first instead of 
broadside on, as has been the case at these works with 
the three torpedo boats and the two destroyers. 

The U. 8S. S. Dolphin is now at the Navy Yard, Wash- 
ington, PD. C., and will remain there during the winter. 
The condition of this fine little craft reflects much 
credit upon her officers and crew during the last sum- 
mer’s cruising, and the Secretary of the Navy has been 
pleased to compliment Captain Southerland on the clean- 
liness and good order observed on board the vessel. 

The U. 8. S. Battleship Alabama will be placed in 
commission for sea service as soon as the requisite crew 
ean be collected, a task of no inconsiderable magnitude 
in view of the pressing needs for men on vessels already 
in commission. 

The work of completing the torpedo boat No. 34, the 
Tingey, at the Columbian Lron Works, Baltimore, Md., 
progresses very slowly, and there seems small prospect 
of trials of this little craft before some time in the new 
year. The Tingey is of the same displacement and class 
as the Shubrick, Stockton and Thornton, now approach- 
ing completion at the works of W. R. Trigg Company. 

The expectation expressed by one or two of the re- 
cent bidders on the new battleships, that they would be 
able to shorten the time required by the contract by at 
least six months, is regarded by the department as 
rather beyond the capacity of the firms in question, and 
it is not believed that this item will have much influence 
in the assignment of these important contracts. The 
time, thirty months, in which the battleships are to be 
completed is regarded as none too long for the work 
in hand, and it is believed that not more than one, or 
at most two, firms are prepared to contract for a shorter 
time than has been set by the Navy Department. 

With the addition of the New York to the Asiatic 
station the United States will be represented on that 
station by a more efficient fleet than ever before, and 
hy one which will compare favorably with that of any 
power in the far east. . 

Comdr. C. C. Todd, U. 8. N., Chief Naval Bydro- 
grapher, has recommended to the Bureau of Navigation 
the establishment of the well-known naval observatory 
time ball system for Norfolk and Newport News, Va., in 
the interests of commerce. Taken in connection with 
the establishment of branch hydrographic offices this 
method of transmitting accurate time for the use of 
shipping is of growing importance. The Naval Obser- 
vatory at Washington stands to transmit

The project of disposing of the submarine boat Plu 
to the U. 8. Government as a powder and 
lighter has been referred to the officers stationed in 
Richmond on inspection duty at the works of the W. R. 

Since 
removal of the machinery of the Plunger the hull has 
been hauled out of water, Sg and protected 
from the weather, It is intention of Holland 
Torpedo Boat Company to abandon the Plunger whether 
the Navy Department acquires her for any purpose or 
not.

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VACANCILS IN THE MARINE CORPS. 


In response to an inquiry by the Secretary of the 
Navy as to the number of vacancies now existing in the 
Marine Corps which may be filled from civil life, the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy has said: 

“Since the passage of the Act of March 8, 1899, 
there have been appointed to the Corps in the staff from 
the line 5, but of these 5 officers 2 were first appointed 
to the line from those ‘who have served as 2d lieutenants 
in the Marine Corps during the war with Spain’ and 
subsequently transferred to the staff. As these ap- 
pointments were made to fill two of the vacancies 
created by the passage of the act, the number of such 
vacancies remaining was therefore 138. 

“The further appointments made are as follows: From 
tlie Naval Academy, one Ist lieutenant; from those 
who served as 2d lieutenants in the Marine Corps 
during the war with Spain, 28 1st lieutenants: from 
non-commissioned officers of the Marine Corps, 1 Ist 
heutenant and % 2d lieutenants, in all, 4; and from 
mg 15 1st lieutenants and 90 2d lieutenants, in 
all, 4 . 

“It will thus be seen that the total number of ap- 
pointments made to the Marine Corps since the passage 
of the ‘Personnel Act,’ from all of the four classes 
enumerated in Sec. 19 thereof, is 140, exactly the num- 
ber of vacancies in all ranks and departments existing 
in the Marine Corps on March 3, 1899, immediately 
after the passage of said act. Since, therefore, the act 
specifically provides that after said vacancies are once 
filled there shall be no further appointments from civil 
life, there is not now, nor can there be in future any 
vacancy which inay under the law in question be filled 
from tha: source, 

“In this connection attention is invited to the fact 
that two of the positions filled as above stated have 
since become vacant, one by the death of ist Lieut. 
Robert K. Carmody, and the other by_the resignation 
of 2d Lieut. Raymond HK. Sawyer. Inasmuch, how- 
cver, as these two officers were once appointed to fill 
vacancies originally created by the passage of the ‘Per- 
sonnel Act,’ their subsequent removal from the service 
from any cause makes new vacancies in their respective 
grades, which are plainly not to be included among 
those created by the operation of the law above men- 
tioned, the number of which was definitely fixed once 
for all. Such vacancies, thereiore, as well as those 
occurring in consequence of the death, resignation or 
retirement of the officers on the active list at the time 
of the passage of the Act of March 3, not existing on 
that date, are not to be included among the ‘said vacan- 
cies’ referred to in this act, and therefore must be filled 
by appoiutments from one or myvre of the other classes 
aesignatod therein.”

VOLUNTEERS ORDERED HOME. 


As stated in an official despatch in the Army and 
Navy Journal last week, the first two of the Volunteer 
regiments serving in the Philippines, which under the 
law must be mustered out by June, 1901, will sail from 
Manila for the United States about Jan. 15 next. The 
two regiments which have been selected to embark are 
the 37th Vol. Infantry, Col. B. F. Cheatham, which is 
booked to sail on the transport Sheridan Jan. 1, 1901, 
and the 11th Vol. Cavalry regiment, Col. Jas. Lockett, 
which is scheduled to sail on the transport Warren Jan. 
15. The 36th Vol. Infantry, Col. W. R. Grove, which 
was first entitled to come home, being in the field, could 
not be spared in time to sail, as was intended. It will 
sail from Manila on the Ist of February. 

General MacArthur will order the others home as 
near as possible in the order in which they arrived in 
the Philippines, but, as has often been said in the 
Army and Navy Journal, it will be utterly impossible 
to follow this rule in the cases of some of the organ- 
izations on account of their stations in inaccessible places 
or in places in which it is deemed inadvisable to, for 
the present, leave without troops 

The sending home of the Volunteer regiments must 
seriously embarrass our operations in the Philippines, 
unless prompt measures are taken to supplant them by 
the organization of Regular regiments. Another im- 

rtant question involved in the sending home of the 

Yolunteers is, as General MacArthur points out, the 
scarcity of officers for special duty, the necessities for 
which are increasing instead of diminishing.

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FROM THE ISLANDS. 


The soldiers at Camp Columbia were reported by the 
Havana papers of Dec. 8 as anxious to have the quar- 
antine restrictions of their camp removed. They claim 
that there is not enough yellow fever in the city at 
present to necessitate the strict quarantine rules. The 
soldiers have been living in their camp for several 
montas without being permitted to go anywhere and 
have become tired of the confined. They are not 
permitted to go out of sight of their camp without a 
pass, and they say that life is too monotonous to bear, 
The same day’s papers report that yellow fever reached 
a lower point the day before than it had for mionths. 
There were only twenty-nine cases in all and only one 
new case recorded during the day. 

Colonel Dunwoody, Chief of the Signal Corps in the 
island of Cuba was reported by the Havana press on 
Dec. 14 to have the material there for the construction 
of a new telephone line, to connect the city of ‘Trinidad 
with the main line from Havana to Santiago. Hereto. 
for the only telegraphic communication with Trinidad 
has been by cable, which has proved of great expense, 
The new line will be about forty-five miles in length. 
Among the repairs and improvements now under way is 
the complete repair and refitting of the line from Bayamo 
to Holquin. 

There was a general change of offices at_the head- 
quarters of the engineering department in Havana re- 
cently. The offices of the clfief engineer of the depart- 
ment, as well as the office of the city engineer, have 
been "removed to the building occupied by General Lud- 
low during his residence in this city. This will give the 
officers of the department more room, and their new 
quarters are more convenient for them in every way. 
Heretofore their offices have been small and entirely 
too pubue. 

One of the quartermaster sergeants of the 7th Cavalry 
was in Havana a few days ago to awaken interest in a 
field day at Camp Columbia for Christmas day. ‘he 
troopers were all anxious to have one of the best field 
days enioyed by the Army of occupation since its ar- 
rival in Cuba. 

The Havana “Post” of Dec. 9 said: “Troop A, 2d 
Cav., commanded by Captain Lewis, will go out on 
practice march Saturday morning. ‘the troop will be 
accompanied by Dr. R. 'l. Burr, A. A. Surg., which is a 
guarantee that the health of the troop will be carefully 
attended to.” 

The Havana “Post” of Dec. 13 said that 400 members 
of the bar in Havana were preparing to show their dis- 
approval of the action of the College of Lawyers by 
giving a banquet to General Wood, the date of which 
had not yet been fixed.

The Senate and House will adjourn for the Christmas 
recess on Friday, Dec. 21, 1900, meeting again on Jan. 
3, 1901.

Also 
bills granting the following pensions: Granting $20

Dunham, late acting 
ensign, U. S. N.; $40 to David R. Ellis, late an en- 
gincer’s yeoman on the U. 8. ships Monitor, Sassacus, 
and Tunxis; $30 to the widow of Lewis Wilson, late 
colonel, 24 Unio Vol. Inf., and captain, Co. D., 19th U. 
S. Inf.; $24 to the widow of Gen. Franklin F. Flint, 
late colonel commanding the 4th U. 8. Inf.; $50 to 
Henry F. Rice, late 1st lieutenant of Company B, 17th 
U. S. Inf.; and $12 to the widow of William G. Hoff- 
man, late lst lieutenant, 3d U. s. Cav. 

The house on Dec. 19 passed bills granting pensions of

$2 for each minor child, to the widow of Henry J. 
Reilly, late captain, Light Battery F, 5th U. S. Art.; 
$40 to the widow of -..cred W. Drew, late first lieu- 
tenant, Co. I, 12th U. 8. Inf.; $24 to Thomas Claiborne, 
late first lieutenant, Co. D, U. S. Mounted Rifles, war 
with Mexico. 

Senator Frye, on Dec. 17, introduced in the Senate 
a proposed amendment to the Army reorganization bill 
The amendment is of such importance to officers on the 
retired list of the Army that we print it in full as fol- 
lows: “Sec. And officer of the Army pelow the grade of 
brigadier general, who served during the Civil War, 
and whose name 1s now borne upon the official Register 
of the Army, and who heretofore has been or hereafter 
may be retired by reason of wounds received or disa- 
bilities incurred in the line of duty, or on account of age, 
shall be placed upon the retired list of the Army with 
rank and retired pay of one grade above that actually 
held by him at the time of his retirement: Provided, 
That this section saall not apply to any ofticer who 
received an advance of one grade at the time of his 
retirement, nor to any officer who received an advance 
of one grade at the time or since the date of his retire- 
ment by virtue of the provision of a special Act of Con- 
gress.” 

Another amendment of some little importance was 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. Nelson on Dec. 18. 
Mary of the Congressmen interested in Army legislation 
are in favor of granting to the militia of the several! 
States the Krag-Jorgensen rifles in order that the 
efliciency of the National Guard may be thereby in- 
creased. Senator Nelson’s amendment is as follows: 

“That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to 
issue to the Governors of the several States and Terri- 
tories such number of magazine rifles, caliber 30-inch, 
of the latest model in use by the United States Army, 
togetner with such number of woven cartridge belts of 
like caliber as are now required tor arming all or the 
regularly organized, armed, and equipped militia (gen- 
erally known as the National Guard) of each State and 
Territofy that are not already supplied with this arm: 
Provided, That each State and Territory be required, on 
receipt of the new arms and belts, to turn into the Ord- 
hance Department, United States Army (without receiv- 
ing any money credit therefor), an equal number of the 
arms and belts now in its possession, excent its magazine 
rifles and belts, caliber 30-inch: Provided further, That 
each State and Territory shall hereafter make an annual 
return to the Secretary of War of all the arms and belts 
issued to them under this Act, as provided for in the 
Act of Feb. 12, 1887, making a permanent appropriation 
for arming and equipping the militia.” 

Adjutant General George C. Lambert, of Minnesota, 
has framed an amendment to the Army bill now before 
Congress providing for an additional appropriation of 
$2,000,000 to be used in replacing the Springfield rifles 
now in the hands of the militia of the different States 
with Krag-Jorgensen arms. The adjutant generals of 
other States have been asked to assist in securing the 
adoption of the amendment. 

lhe bill (H. R. 12846) making appropriations for the 
support of the Military Academy for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1902, was reported in the House by the 
Military Affairs Committee on Dec. 17, and referred to 
the Committee of the Whole House on the state of the 
Union. The total appropriation made by this bill is 
$700,151.88, which is $345,598.30 less than the estimates. 
A detailed statement of the appropriations for the Mili- 
tary Academy during the past five years is as follows: 
1807, $449,525.61; 1898, $479,572.83; 1899, $458,689.23; 
180, $575,774.47; 1901, $674,306.67. The only item in 
the bill outside of legitimate appropriation for the Aca- 
demy is $10,000 for a centennial celebration to be held 
on the 4th day of July, 1902. 

The House has received from the Secretary of War a 
letter transmitting, with communications relative to tests 
of the Gathmann gun, an estimate of appropriation to 
complete tests. Also communications from the Secretary 





of the Navy submitting an estimate of deficiency a 
priation for construction and repair of vessels of $74, 
481.09 in ail, for transportation, ting, ete.; sub-

$7,147 for the civil establishment, Island of Guam; sub- 
mitting additional estimates for the naval establishment, 
Bureau of Navigation, of $80,000 for transportation and 
recruiting, $1,656 for training station in California, and 
$25,000 for repairs to the Naval Academy; and submit- 
ting an estimate of deficiency appropriation for Bureau 
of Medicine and »urgery.

BIDS FOR NEW SHIPS. 


Secretary Long has received the report of the Board 
of Naval Construction in the matter of the bids recently 
opened for battleships and cruisers, but has not yet 
taken final action in the matter of the awards. ‘fhe 
Board recommends that contracts be awarded as fol- 
lows: 

Fore River Engine Company of Quincy, Mass, two 
unsheathed battle ships at its bid of $3,405,000 each. 

William Cramp & Son’s Company of Philadelphia, one 
sheathed battle ship at its bid of $3,000,000; one 
sheathed armorei cruiser at its bid of $3,890,000; one 
unsheathed armored cruiser at its bid of $3,780,000. 

Newport News Company of Newport News, Va., one 
sheathed battle ship at its bid of $3,508,000; one sheathed 
armored cruiser, $3,885,000, and one unsheathed armored 
cruiser, $3,1 (5,000. 

Bath Lron Works of Bath, Me., one sheathed battle 
ship, $3,590,000. 

Union lron Works of San Francisco, Cal., one 
sheathed armored cruiser, $3,800,000, and one unsheathed 
armored cruiser, $3,750,000. 

This arrangement is still subject to change. In the 
first place, the board suggests that where the bid of 
any of the firms named exceeds the amount limit of 
the cost of the ship, as fixed by Congress, after deduct- 
ing sums for absolutely necessary equipment, that firm 
must bring its bid within that compass, e'se an award 
will be made elsewhere. The bidders are also required 
to restore most of the important items they have cut 
out of the specifications. In some cases these exceed 
in the aggregate $200,000 for one ship. It is a matter 
of conjecture whether the bidders are willing to meet 
e‘ther or both of these conditions. ‘There are also other 
complexities, arising from the reasonable doubt as to the 
intent of Congress in making a geographical disposition 
of the contracts.

THE BOOZ INQUIRY. Peat} 

The Military Board appointed by the War Depart- 
ment to investigate the alleged brutal hazing of Cadet 
Booz at West Point in 1898 began its work with two 
sessions on Dec. 17 at Bristol, Pa., the home of the 
Booz family. The board consists of Major Gen, John 
R. Brooke, Brig. Gen. Alfred E. Bates and Col, J. W. 
Clous, with Captain Dean, of the Sth Art., as secre 
tary. Members of the family testified, repeating the 
statements that have already been published relative to 
the health of young Booz before and after his term at 
West Point and his letters home. Mr. Booz, the father, 


testified to his visit to the Military Ageteme on8 his 
conversation with Lieutenant Blakely.there about haz- 
ing. He said he had never been able to his son to 
give the names of those implicated in his hazing. A 
pathetic feature of this family testimony was the 
ture of the boy’s final delirium. The Academy was 
on his mind, and just before he died he said: “H 
come the inspectors. Is the tent all right?” The fam- 
ily physician said Booz died of tuberculosis, and when 
asked for an expert opinion as to w er it was 
caused by tabasco sauce declined to answer. 

Ex-Cadet 8. 8. Albert, who entered the Academy with 
Booz and was his tent-mate, at first refused to tell 
anything about hazing, but was eventually led by Gen- 
eral Brooke to talk, but his testimony was unimportant. 
He was forced to take tabasco sauce one night at i 
per, when the plebs were lined up and told to keep r 
eyes shut. ‘Then some one came along and squirted 
tabasco sauce in their mouths. Not enough got in his 
mouth to hurt him. He didn’t know whether or not 
Booz was in the line. Booz never complained to him of 
being sick. 

Dr. J. 8. Cohen, to whom Booz was brought in Aug- 
ust, 1900, said the boy was then nopelessly diseased 
with tuberculosis of the larynx. There were of 
an old injury in the throat which, Dr. Cohen believed, 
could have been readily caused by tabasco sauce or any 
corrosive substance. 

The board arrived at West Point at 1 p. m., Dee. 18. 
Colonel Mills met the board at the landing and Adjutant 
Rivers and the cavalry detachment, mounted, under 
command of Captain Sands, acted as escort. A salute 
of thirteen guns was fired for General Brooke. After 
luncheon at the hotel the board went to the academic 
building and court was convened at 2.80 in one of the 
large examination rooms. 

At the suggestion of Colonel Clous the superintendent 
and commandant were invited to attend the sessions of 
the court. 

The first cadet to testify was William A. Mitchell, 
of Georgia. He said he neither saw nor knew of any 
particular hazing received by Booz. The hazing he him- 
self had received had done him no harm. 

Henry M. Nelly, of West Virginin, knew of no hazing 
being: inflicted upon Booz aside from the physical en- 
coun:‘er and doing bracing exercise, which consists in 
throwing out the chin and chest and drawing in the 
stomach. The encounter was between Booz and Frank 
Keller, of Missouri, of the then third class. Cadet Tyler 
was Keller’s second, and Cadet ~sy~y *- Michigan. 
of the next upper class, was second for z. He saw 
Booz after the fight. Booz was smiling, and no injury 
was visible. 

Orville N. Tyler, of Maryland, said he knew of no 
—_ of Booz except in connection with the fight. The 
last blow was delivered on z's stomach. Cadet 
Hayden was the referee in the fight. Others present 
were Cadets Herr and Brown. The blow in the stomach 
knocked the wind out of Booz. His breathing was 
dificult, but he was not long in recovering. He was 
counted out. He was able to get up unassisted. One 
eye was blackened. There was no blow in the — 
of the heart, nor any discoloration on the body. is 
opponent was two ay lighter in weight and Keller 
was not an expert boxer. ‘There was very little aiffer- 
ence in height. Booz did not complain of any injury. 
The fight was the outcome of his refusing to perform 
certain duties required of him in accordance with existing 
rules. Witness had never seen pepper sauce given to 
cadets, but only two or three drops on the end of a 
spoon in the mess hall. A much greater amounv he 
himself had used on his meat. 

Cadet Tyler had never seen a case of forcing since he 
had been a cadet. Booz was more left alone than 
hazed after the fight, which occurred the first or second 
Saturday in August. One form of hazing described by 
the witness is that of a committee of third-class men 
making a tour of inspection of the camp. They examine 
the first of the newly entered class and hold a candle 
in such a position that drops of hot tallow fall upon the 
victim’s feet. 

Myron 8. Grissy, of Michigan, said: “I remember 
no hazing of Booz other than physical exercise and never 
saw any tabasco sauce used. Booz had said that he 
was an insurance agent prior to his entrance to West 
Point. Lee , he was required to make out a 
policy for the edification of the upper class men. There 
never was any class action taken against Booz, but he 
was unpopular after the fight. There never was sauce 
of any kind forced down any cadet’s throat at any time. 
I once was pogmeee to put a few drops on the tip of 
my finger and then apply it to my tongue. But I fooled 
them. I put another finger in my mouth and made 
grimaces as if I had taken the stuff.” 

Edmund L. Zam, of Colorado, said: “I knew Cadet 
Booz, but have no knowledge of his being hazed. I 
have been required to brace and do the stretcher act: 
also performed football by lying on my back and dang- 
ling my legs in the air. This did not continue until I 
was completely exhaused. There have been pretenses 
of fainting during these exercises. Cadet Dougherty 
once feigned a faint. Another form of hazing indulged 
in was compelling a cadet to wear a raincoat on a swel- 
tering hot day, causing him to perspire freely. There is 
no hazing now in the way of exercising. Two days ago, 
I, myself, required a fourth classman to remain fn a 
motionless position for two minutes in mess hall by 
drawing in his chin and throwing out his shoulders. The 
punishment was on account of his helping himself to 
dessert before his superiors had been served. I never 
was humiliated nor saw any one else treated in a humil- 
iating manner.” 

Robert R. Ralston, of Pennsylvania, said: “I knew 
Booz and the extent of his hazing was trifling. A home 
paper containing a complimentary notice of himself had 
been sent him. He showed it to other cadets, and they 
required him to memorize the entire article and to recite 
it to his classmates. He was called upon also to run 
races up and down the company street. There is 
hazing whatever now. If there was I would know 
i a strained position at table I do not consider 

azing. : 

Here the court read a definition of the term “hazing” 
from an encyclopedia, but the witness declared there wag 
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no hazing being done of the kind defined. Continuing, 
the witness said: 

“Booz was as well as ever when he left the Academy. 
There was a difference in his social standing after the 
fight on account of the cowardice he displayed. His 
habits were of a religious character. I attended com- 
munion with him at the chapel. I was once required 
to stand on my head in a bathtub containing ten inches 
of water, and while in this position, say something. I 
was told that if 1 refused it would give me a bad repu- 
tation, and the upper classmen wo make it unpleasant 
for me. I have also taken drops of hot sauce without 
injury. Booz lost no caste with the cadets on account 
of his taking communion or of his religious opinions. I 
am a member of the Y. M. C. A. Most of the corps are 
also members.” 

Charles 8. Perry, of Iowa, said: “He sat at the same 
table with Booz, during September and October, 1898, 
and the latter ate well and his physical condition was 
normal. He was not very well liked by his classmates, 
it seemed to me that he showed himself a coward.” 

Wade H. Carpenter, of South Carolina, said: “Booz 
lost caste in the way he conducted himself at the fight 
and in the way he accepted his hazing. He was low in 
mathematics, and this, together with weak eyes, 

rompted his resignation. 1 am a member of the 
y M. C. A. There were no epithets directed against 
Booz, nor was he called ‘sibles’ or anything else dis- 
respectful.” , per 

At this point Colonel Clous made the motion to invite 
Colonel Mills and Colonel Hein into court. Cadets 
Stephen B. Vernon, of New York; John C, Pegram, of 
Virginia; Andrew Smith, of Pennsylvania; Fred D. 
Griffith, of California; John M. Gibert, of Mississippi, 
and Kdward J. Moran, of New York; each testified to 
their acquaintance with Booz and their knowledge of 
hazing was no different from that adduced from the 
other cadets. . 

On Dee. 19 the number of cadets examined was tnirty- 
four. Rapid questioning was necessary to get through 
the long list. It is pleasing to note that the demeanor 
of the cadets from the beginning of the inquiry elicited 
high praise. The New York “Sun” said: ‘Lhe bearing 
of the cadets under the sharp questioning to which they 
were subjected might well have served as a model for 
witnesses in any court of justice. ‘Their voices rang out 
loud and clear, yet carrying with them the full shading 
of respect for the tribunal and their superior officers. 
Every reply was distinct and straightforward, without 
the slightest trace of hesitation or evasion, even when 
the questions could not have been otherwise than embar- 
rassing. Without the shadow of a smile on their faces 
cadets told of ridiculous performances tley had seen 
other cadets forced to go through or had been subjected 
to themselves. ‘hey responded with as prompt a ‘Yes, 
sir,’ to the question of whether they did not know that 
the remnants of the hazing practices now ip vogue were 
against the regulations of the Academy as they did to 
questions of more formality as to their names and 
classes. At one point only did their memories prove 
treacherous. ‘Lhat was when they were asked the 
names of any members of the present Cadet Corps who 
had taken part in hazing. ‘hey were able to recall a 
few recent graduates now in the Army who had done 
a little hazing, but could not remember the name of a 
single cadet now here who had taken any part in the 
business.” . 

Without a single exception the witnesses testified that 
Booz had shown the white feather in a fight, and that 
he had lain down and whimpered under trifling punish- 
ment in this fight, and in addition to this, several of the 
witnesses testitied that he was untruthful. Several also 
said that he nad given weak eyes as his reason for re- 
signing, and all agreed that when he left be showed no 
more signs of ill health than when ne arrived. Every 
witness was emphatic in denying that Booz’s religious 
tendencies were the subject of ridicule, that he was 
nicknamed “Bibles” because of those tendencies, and, 
finally, that any cadet was ever ridiculed or persecuted 
in any way because of his religious faith. ‘Lhe strongest 
witness on this point was Cadet Samuel Fi ankenberger, 
who said he was a Jew, but emphatically declared he 
had never been subjected to any annoyance because of 
his belief, nor aad be known of any cadet so treated. 
He knew Cadet Albert, who was the tent-mate of Booz 
and was also of the Jewish faith, and asserted Albert 
had never been annoyed or ostracized because of his 
religion. Witness said Albert’s unpopularity grew out 
of his uncompanionableness. 

The most interesting witnesses of Dec. 19 were Cadets 
Ely, Sheridan and Hobson. Cadet Sheridan is a son 
of the late Gen. P. H. Sheridan, and Cadet Mobson is a 
brother of Lieut. Richmond Pearson Hobson. On the 
tabasco question these witnesses testified, as did nearly 
all the otners, that they had been forced to take from 
one to five drops at a time of this or a mess-hall pepper 
sauce, called by the cadets “hell sauce.” All testified 
that beyond a burning of the tongue there had been no 
ill effects from the dose, 

Cadet Hobson said he had been hazed, having been 
made several times to stand on his head in the bath- 
tub, his head under water. He said he was strangled a 
little the first time, but never heard of any other cadet 
being strangled. 

Cadet Sheridan was, like Cadet Hobson, the recipient 
of unusual attentions as a consequence of his distin- 
guished name. 

He had to sit in a washbow] and race down the com- 
pany street, with other cadets also in bowls. Then he 
had to ride astride a broomstick and shout, *Turn, boys, 
turn,’ from Buchanan Read's poem on Sheridan’s riue. 
He never heard of anybody being forced to exercise un- 
til he fainted or was exhausted. 

Cadet Ely testified that he himself was made to take 
a gun and hold it out from the shoulder. This was 
ealled ““‘Wooden Willie.”” Then he was “eagled’’—made 
to stand on his toes and raise his body up and down a 
number of times without other support. Then he was 
forced to do what was called “f'ootball”—lie upon his 
back and raise his legs a number of times to a vertical 
position and then lower them. It lasted until he was 
more or less tired. He never saw men exercised until 
they would faint. He had seen them put through the 
exercise until they would feign fainting. 

Asked if he knew of a case of a man feigning a faint 
he said he did. ‘hen General Brooke took the witness 
in hand in this way:

I never saw any unmanly or ungentlemanly conduct that 
was not severely punished.”

Colonel Hein, commandant of cadets, who, with Col- 
onel Mills, superintendent of the Academy, was present 
during a greater part of the examination of the cadets, 
asked a number of questions, the answers to which re- 
vealed that cadets had been frequently and recently | 
ished for inflicting the “bracing’’ process, and that the 
punishment had Goan severe, including degradation to 
ranks and long turns of punishment tours. 

Cadet Herr, who was ‘s second in the fight with 
Keller, said that Booz was not once knocked down, but 
that he showed a tendency after every blow to lie down. 
There were no bruises on his boay, and the only effect 
he showed of the fight was a slight cut under the eye. 
As to hazing in genera] Cadet Herr testified that the ob- 
ject of hazing was to take the conceit out of new cadets, 
who are all more er less conceited, their conceit taking 
various forms—about the wealth or position or celebrity 
of their families. 

Cadet Phillips testified that his father lad not come 
to West Point to protect him. This testimony was in 
answer to the statement of the elder Booz at the session 
at Bristol that the father of young Phillips had told 
him (Booz) at West Point that he was there to protect 
his son. This point was more conclusively answered at 
the session of Dec. 20 by this despatch: 

Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 20. 
Col. A. L. Mills, West Point, N. Y. 

Sir: This morning’s paper states that Mr. Booz said 
that I visited West Point to protect my son from being 
hazed. ‘This statement is wholly erroneous. I have 
always believed that the grinding discipline of the plebe 
camp and the plebe year is an indispensable factor in the 
West Point military discipline. Please show this to the 
court. 

P. D. PHILLIPS. 

On one side of the big assembly hall in which the in- 
vestigation is held is a large board, on which is written 
in chalk these words: 

“To Haze—To play mischievous or abusive tricks, or 
to try the p'zck or temper, especially by physical perse- 
cution, of lower class students in a college, or a new- 
comer in an establishment of any kind.—Century Dic- 
tionary.’ 

Whenever cadets showed any doubt as to what hazing 
meant they were told to turn around aud study this 
definition. 

At the session of Dec. 20 the most important witness 
thus far before the board was the Rey. Cornelius G. 
O'Keefe, rector of the Church of the Sacred Heart, at 
Highland Falls, whose field of ministration covers the 
West Point reservation and the Catholic cadets in the 
Academy. Father O’Keefe was examined in regard 
to the case of ex-Cadet John Breth, of Aitoona, whose 
parents, in a published statement, said he had been 
hazed into the illness that caused his death. Breth had 
come with a letter to Father O’Keefe on entering the 
Academy, and the priest had seen much of him, but 
never heard a complaint from him about hazing; indeed, 
he once laughingly referred to hazing as something he 
rather liked. When Breth failed to pass his examina- 
tions he appeared broken-hearted. As to hazing in gen- 
eral, Father O’Keefe said: “In my confidential rela- 
tions with cadets here, running through a number of 
years, I have never heard of a single instance of brutal 
hazing. I believe in this respect West Point will com- 
pare favorably with any other institution in the country. 
1 likewise have to learn of a single instance of a cadet 
of any faith being subjected to taunts or annoyance of 
any kind because of that faith. In regard to the gen- 
eral subject of hazing, I am forced to confess that I 
agree with the cadets that hazing is beneficial when 
kept within proper bounds. I consider the average 
morals of the West Point Military Academy better 
than in any other institution in the country. Tempta- 
tion comes to man everywhere, but, so far as temptation 
can be guarded against, I am sure that the young men 
in the Military Academy are as well protected as in any 
religious institution in the world. 1 repeat again that 
I never heard of any brutal hazing, and | have never 
believed that any existed here.’ 

Major John M. Bannister, Prost Surgeon. produced the 
hospital records, showing that Breth had suffered from 
only trivial ailments, although his family declare he 
was sent to the hospital unconscious as a result of 
being put in a strait jacket by upper class men. 

During the session the veracity of Cadet Booz was 
brought in question. Cadet Caples said he had reported 
Booz for facing inward on guard, and the latter had 
given a false explanation. Caples sent for Booz, who 
broke down and acknowledged he had falsified. In the 
fight with Keller Booz was stripped to the waist. Cadet 
William C. Ennis explained that in the exdet code the 
committee of the smaller man’s class picks out some- 
body to meet the cadet. The committee picked out Kel- 
ler to fight Booz. Cadet E. C. Bull saw Booz after the 
fight going to supper, and he laughed about it. Cadets 
Bower, Jennings, Stewart, Bell, Hannun, Cowles and 
Telford testified to the harmlessness of hazing. 

The special House Committee to investigate the Booz 
hazing have decided to meet at Philadelphia on the 
evening of Jan. 3, and to proceed to Bristol, the late 
residence of the cadet, the next day, to begin the in- 
quiry on Saturday or Sunday. They will go to West 
Point and continue the inquiry on Monday, Jan. 7.

LIBUT. BARKER AND THE SCHOOL MOTTO. 


Recently Lieut. John W. Barker, 3d Inf., was detailed 
by Captain Cooke to inspect the schools in the Malolos, 
P. L, district. When Lieut. Barker entered the Malolos 
school, which had been kept since last March by a 
native named Francisco De Luz, about the first thing 


he saw was the following inscription on the black- 
board: 

“La revolucion es el major medio para cortar la es- 
clavidad.” 

Which, in plain English, means: “Revolution is the 
best way to cut off slavery.” 

Both the teacher and his method were immediately 
investigated, with the result that Francisco De Luz is 
now in prison. 

Since the schools seemed to want a motto, instructions 
have been sent to the presidentes of the four pueblos 
in Captain Cooke’s district that this sentence is to be 
posted up in a conspicuous place in.all of the public 
and private schools: 

“The American flag is the emblem of liberty and 
justice.” 

All of the pupils are direeted to recite the motto in 
English, Spanish and Tagalog daily. 

The “Freedom” adds: “Under Captain Cooke's ex- 
cellent administration Malolos, once the hot-bed and 
capital of the insurrection, is becoming a progressive, 
orderly and well-governed community.”

PENNSYLVANIA NATIONAL GUARD. 

Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, in G. 0 
49, Dec. 3, 1900, publishes the report of Inspector Gen- 
eral Sweeney on the annual inspections. Governor 
Stone in the beginning of the order commends the 
officers and men of the National Guard for their devo 
tion to duty, observance of discipline, and efforts to 
maintain that high standard of efficiency which has ip 
the past reflected honor upon the State and the National 
Guard. General Sweeney in his report states that de 
cided improvement in military courtesy was noticeable; 
in fact, the discipline of the troops, at all times, would 
have reflected credit upon the Army of the United 
States. The canvas uniform, introduced and made at 
the State Arsenal, is said to be an effective and service 
able dress, and it is recommended that it be the only 
uniform permitted for the men at the annual encamp 
ment, the blue being reserved for drill and inspection 
in armory and such other service as may be ordered. 
In the judgment of the inspector general the camps of 
the several organizations were the best in the history 
of the Guard. The cleanliness of the ground in and 
around the camps and the condition of the interior of 
the tents, spoke plainly of thorough policing and g¢ 
discipline. “In conclusion, I would say,” says General 
Sweeney, “that in my judgment Pennsylvania has every 
reason to feel proud of its National Guard. In every 
department it is officered by men of intelligence and 
experience, who are ambitious of high results, while 
the rank and file, severely tested by the unusual heat 
and excessive dust experienced at Mount Gretna, gave 
generous evidence of that magnificent fibre that has 
placed the American soldier in the front rank of 
soldiery of the world.” H

TELEGRAPH LINE WORK IN LUZON. 


The extension of the telegraph in the Philippines is 
described in the “Western Electrician” by G. D. Rice, 
who explains the different rough-and-ready methods of 
line construction which he makes clear with illustra- 
tions. He shows us a cocoanut tree used as a pole, a 
slotted bamboo telephone pole, bamboo cross-arms, na- 
tives’ wire joints and primitive wire cutting by pounding 
with a stone. Although Americans have been doing 
nearly all the construction work on new lines, the better 
class of natives have recently been employed on the 
general mechanical work and the lower class for the 
laboring work. In this way the natives are gradually 
working into the ways of telephone and telegraph line 
construction. The average Filipino is a poor mechanic, 
and many a good electrical device which has been sent 
as a specimen on trial has been ruined by the reckless- 
ness of a native tinker. 

As soon as a telegraph instrument of any sort ts in 
the hands of the Filipinos, their curiosity is so great 
that they must pick it to pieces to see how it works. 
After they have torn a machine apart they lose interest 
and want to go to sleep. The only way that the soldiers 
can get any service out of them is to use the rod and 
frighten them into working. 

The native is willing to work until nearly noon, and 
then he wants to sleep till about three o’clock. Noon, 
therefore, has become a regular time for disputes on 
this subject. When it comes to actual manipulation of 
the telegraph instruments, however, the Filipino can 
give a little better account of himself, and some of 
them who are in the Spanish Army are competent to 
use the instruments. The touch of the Spanish operator 
is delicate, and when the American operators are broken 
in upon in the middle of a message by some one tapping 
the wires they usually recognize the more delicate touch, 
and they know to whom to credit it. 

The timber is plentiful, but the presence of the hostile 
rebels makes it difficult to procure the proper poles.

SECTARIANISM IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The National Guard, which has suffered much from 
the impracticable schemes of unfledged military en- 
thusiasts, is again threatened, this time in the State of 
New York, by a proposition to enlist a Jewish regiment. 
The chief argument of the promoters of this enterprise 
is that the patriotism of the people whom the regiment 
will represent needs that sort of vindication. While 
the records of our wars show more positively than a 
dozen regiments could that such vindication is not 
needed, the wisdom, or good taste even, of using the 
National Guard to provide credentials of patriotism 
to this or that class of our population may be seriously 
questioned. If the experiment of having distinctively 
race regiments in the National Guard has been so un- 
successful, what dangers may not lurk in organiza- 
tions based upon a particular religious faith? Delicate 
as is the race question, the subject of religion is doubly 
so, and in.these days of a general drift toward the 
harmonization of sectarian differences, it would be dis- 
tinctly bad policy to establish a precedent in the Guard 
that might encourage the formation of Methodist, Bap- 
tist, Episcopalian and other sectarian regiments. In a 
government in which there is complete divorce between 
Church and State there is no place in a State military 
system for a creedal regiment. The Military Code 
specifies the grounds upon which an applicant for enlist- 
ment in the Guard may be rejected, and if any organi- 
zation were to refuse a recruit because of his faith the 





legality of such a proceeding would unquestionably. be 
Challenged.

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NEXT STEPS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

In discussing our “Next Steps in the Philippines” in 
the “Independent,” Major Gen. Elwell 8S. Otis counts 
as among the most important “a steady and logical de- 
velopment of the work already instituted by the able 
commission sent to the Islands.” General Otis tells us 
that in formulating the new legal and municipal ma- 
chinery for the islands two native lawyers, Chief Jus- 
tice Arellano and Attorney General Torres, who were 
associated with three American military officers in per- 
fecting the scheme, exerted their influence to restrain 
the representatives of the United States from granting 
too many liberties, too great latitude to the native 
population. With scarcely: an exception all the clauses 
of the scheme which curtailed the liberties of the people 
and restricted their powers of self-government were 
adopted on the emphatic recommendation of these na- 


tive advisers. If the plan of municipal government and 
of judicial administration places too little confidence in 
the ability of the native population to exercise the full 
powers of self-government, the responsibility rests, Gen- 
eral Otis says, not upon the men from the United States, 
but upon the two most able residents of the country. 
This is a remarkable statement and one that sufficiently 
answers much of the criticism upon the course of action 
fullowed by our military authorities in the Philippines. 

Among the tasks of the immediate future must be the 
analysis of the results of this tentative scheme of gov- 
ernment, the correction of its mistakes and the broad- 
ening of its qeoverene as fast as conditions will safely 
permit it. he municipal governments will naturally 
form the nucleus from which a system of general self- 
government will ultimately be worked out. The quick 
response of the Filipino people to the improvements 
nade in public roads and in public schools is significant 
and indicates how effectively they may be reached by 
these avenues. In Luzon alone General Otis authorized 
the expenditure of about $200,000 in the building and 
improvement of roads. The schools were quite as grate- 
fully received as the roads. On these General Otis ex- 
pended $80,000 in Mexican money for school books. 
The supply of Spanish text-books obtainable was limi- 
ted, and, oa the advice of leading Filipinos, rudimental 
English text-books were obtained. 

The improvement of the harbor of Manila is still 
another feature of importance. Plans for the expendi- 
ture of about $1,500,000 for this purpose are actively on 
foot. General Otis points out that in the last few 
months the shipping of Manila has increased at a mar- 
velous rate. With bettter protection for property inter- 
ests in general and the steady and inevitable growth of 
peace and good government, of American methods and 
American civilization, he thinks the future of the 
islands is secure, and it is pleasing to note that he finds 
a firm faith in the realization of these conditions in the 
leaders of the natives and the foremost of the old resi- 
dents, who at first looked upon American possession 
as unfortunate. 

The security of land tenure is a question which Gen. 
Otis frankly admits is a “great problem.” In this view 
of it he is undoubtedly right. The landed possessions 
of the friars are undoubtedly the cause of much of the 
opposition of the natives to any rule which does not 
promise a complete reversion of these estates to the 
people. The charges of fraud which are made against 
these titles will necessarily result in much investigation 
and whatever disposition shall be made of the questions 
at issue, they are almost certain to leave their legacies 
of bitterness and hate.

He 
has, we are informed, sent home Col. R. E. B. Cromp- 
ton, of the Electrical Engineer Volunteers, who has 
heen employed in the automobile service in South Africa. 
to advise the War Office on the use and organization 
of traction engines for war purposes.” In a traction 
engine service arranged between Pretoria and Rusten- 
berg the motors dragged with the greatest regularity

CHANGES OF UNIFORM. 
Manila, P. I., Oct. 5, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I have read with a great deal of pleasure the admir- 
able article in your issue of Aug. 25 over the signature 
“H. L. D.” on the subject of uniform. The observa- 
tions are judicious. The authorities should think not 
twice, but twenty times twice, before any radical change 
in uniform is authorized. When made, the changes 
should be well considered by a carefully selected board 
of officers beforehand, and recommended by it. The 
changes made in various articles of uniform during the 
few years past have worked great hardships to the 
Army, and more especially to that part which in an 
unusual manner deserves consideration, viz.: those who 
take pride in owning and wearing good clothes, thus 
doing credit to the military service. Every change of 
uniform works hardship upon these men, whereas the 
indifferent, those who do not care much how they look, 
get off easier. The inevitable result is that officers look 
in the direction of cheap clothing, not knowing when 
even the most.recently adopted will changed. 

The Duke of Wellington is credited with the remark 
that the more a soldier looked like a dandy, the better 
soldier he was. Of course, this meant on parades, on 
leave in the city, at church, etc. Whether he ever said 
this or not, the remark is in all respects worthy of him. 
It announces a truth, the roots of whica extend down 
deep into the consciences and hearts of the fighting part 
of the Army at least. In campaign, give the line the 
best service uniform that can be devised, but when it 
appears for spectacular effect, or on occasions of relax- 
ation, let the uniform the soldier wears appeal to his 
pride as a man-at-arms. 

One tardy change will be followed by another, until 
finally the War Department, wearying of instability 
which certainly would exist, will call a board to consider 
and fix upon the matter in detail, as should have been 
done in the first place. H’. L’. B’.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 

Accounts have appeared in the London press of the 
use of petroleum in nese waters. The French 2 
and the German battleships Brandenburgh and - 
Bismarck are using the oil in place of coal on the 
Chinese station. A ton of coal costs about 70 shillings 
($17.50) at Singapore, whereas a ton of costs 
but 30 shillings and is from 20 to 30 per cent. more pow- 
erful in evaporating power than coal. 

A writer in “The Nineteenth Cen ” refutes the 
idea that accidents in industrial pursuits are as de- 
structive to life and limb as is war itself. The statement 
was made in the British press that more men were be 
killed and maimed in British factories than on Bri 
battlefields in South Africa. Figures from official sta- 
tistics were cited showing that from Sept. 1, 1899, to 
Aug. 31, 1900, 4,308 persons were killed and 89,042 were 
injured in industrial accidents in the United Kingdom 
—‘far more,” it was said, “than the total number killed 
and wounded since the war began in South Africa.” 
The writer referred to answers that the average num- 
ber of the Soldiers in the South African war was 5,260 
officers and 188,000 men, while the number engaged in 
industries was 5,416,043. Of the 5,260 officers 7.3 per 
cent. were killed or died of wounds, 2.89 per cent. dic2 
of disease and 19.3 per cent. were wounded; a total of 
killed, died and wounded of 29.49 per cent—more than 
one in four killed or wounded. Of the men 2.05 per 
cent. were killed or died of wounds, 3.14 per cent. died 
of disease, and 6.74 per cent. were wounded; a total of 
11.93 per cent.—say, one in 11 killed or wounded. If 
from these figures we deduct the ordinary actuaries’ 
rates of mortality we find, according to this statisticia 
that the war was repeats for a death rate of 3. 
per cent. and for 6.74 per cent. wounded. In the roll 
of industrial casualties, applying the same rule of per- 
centage, we find, he says, that the number of persons 
killed in accidents was only .079, and the number of 
those injured was only 1.644 per cent. of the whole. His 
estimate is, therefore, one in every 27 was killed in war, 
only one in 1,260 was killed in industry, and while one 
in every 15 was wounded in war, only one in 60 was in- 
jured in industry. 

“Le Yacht” gives the following particulars of a new 
Spanish cruiser, the Cataluna, launched at Cartagena 
recently: Length between perpendiculars, 348 ft.; beam, 
61 ft.; depth of hold, 38 ft.; draught, 214% ft.; displace- 
ment, 6,709 tons; engines, vertical and triple-expansion, 
10,000 horse-power with forced draught, giving speeds of 
18 and 20 knots. The coal capacity of the bunkers is 
1,200 tons, giving her a radius of action of 10,000 miles 
at 10 knots. The armor belt is 230% ft. long, 5% ft. 
wide, and from 10 inches to 12 inches thick, the protec- 
tion of her turrets being about the same thickness. The 
armor deck is from 2 inches to 2% inches thick. Her 
machinery is also protected by a layer of coal above it 
and at the sides. She will carry two 11 inch, ten 5 
inch, two 2% inch, eight 2% inch., four 1.45 inch, an 
four machine guns; also five torpedo tubes submerged. 


A coaling competition for the British Navy, held re- 
cently at Berehaven, resulted as follows: Magnificent, 
510 tons, average 123 tons per hour; Repulse, 682 tons, 
or 98 tons per hour; Furious, 400 tons, or 72 tons per 
hour; Mars, 632 tons, or 134 tons per hour; Majestic, 
559 tons, or 144 tons per hour; Resolution, 500 tons, or 
91 tons per hour. 

The London “Engineer” suggests that the new Rus- 
sian warship Novik, which Schicheu is building may 
be the pioneer of a new type of fast ship—the “destroyer- 
destroyer’—and adds the opinion of a well-known naval 
officer, that no matter what type of ship may be selected 
as a standard, other types to worry the standard will be 
evolved. Destroyers began by being under 200 tons, and 
now they are nearing or exceeding 400 tons as a normal 
thing; and though a leap from thence to the 3,000 tons 
of the Novik seems a large one, there is a good deal of 
ground for regarding it as made. The Novik is nominally 
a 25-knot cruiser, but actually intended for other uses 
also. In the present stage of naval warfare, a cruiser 
has no need for 25 knots; a good deal less will enable 
her to show a clean pair of heels to anything built, 
building, or projected in the way of cruisers; and a deck- 
protected vessel carrying six 4.7 inch guns only is cer- 
tainly not intended to overhaul bigger cruisers. Regard- 
ing the Novik as the pioneer destroyer-destroyer, we find 
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French Russia for her destroyers 
—that “if the vessel designed to exterminate is larger. 
and, therefore, more seaworthy, and better able to keep 
her ayaee at sea, she does not need to be so fast as her 
prey by two or three knots.” Statistics of the Novik

She is ft. long between perpendiculars, 
her beam is 76 ft., and her eagae ©» something over 
27 ft. She displaces 15,150 tons. er protection con- 
sists of an armored belt of syarvares nickel steel, 9 
inches thick, for a central portion 150 ft. long, carried 
forward and aft by armor tapering from 7 inches to 4 
inches, and terminated at the after-end by a 6 inch bulk- 
head. This belt is 7 ft. 9 inches wide, its bottom edge 
at normal draught being 5 ft. 3 inches below the water 
line. Above it rise the 6-inch plates which form the 
<itadel, and entirely protect the 6-inch guns on the fight- 
ing deck. The conning tower is protected by 14 
inches, and the observer tower, aft, by three inches of 
armor. There is a protective deck all fore and aft 3 
inches thick on the slope and 2 inches on the flat. The 
armament consists of two shielded 12-inch guns in bar- 
bettes; fourteen 6-inca quick-firing guns—four on the 
upper deck in casements, the remainder within the 
citadel; twenty 12-pounders; eight 3-pounders; four 244- 
pounders; two submerged torpedo tubes forward and two 
aft. The barbettes for the big guns are 10 inches thick 
below the upper deck, where they are protected by the 
screen bulkheads, increasing to 14 inches where they 
rise above this deck. As the weight of metal which a 
vessel can throw per minute has been of late years re- 
garded as a unit of value, it is interesting to note that 
the Mikasa can discharge 7% tons of metal from one 
broadside per minute, or a total from all her guns of 
11% tons per minute. 

The difficulty of preventing the stealing of rifles by 
the wily Pathan from military stations on the Indian 
frontiers is indicated by the fact that the value of a 
single rifle is so much to these thieves that a man will 
be content to wait his chance for six months, provided 
it comes at the close of the period. At Quetta the plan 
is now adopted of substituting iron cages for the arm- 
racks usually employed, and all natives within the limits 
of military cantonments are to be provided with passes. 

The British Navy is behind other navies in the matter 
of electric ammunitioa hoists for quick-firing guns. 
They are to be tried at last on H. M. 8S. Essex and her 
sister ships, new cruisers having a speed of 23 knots 
and carrying no heavier guns than the 6-inch quics-firing. 
Provision will also be made for the substitution of 
hand gear should there be any failure of the electric 
principle. 

The Belgian Government has adopted the Hotchkiss 
system of quick-firing guns for use in the army, and 
eight weapons of this type have been purchased as a 
preliminary instalment of the equipment.. 

“The Engineer” says: “There is no reason why we 
should not in the future have fighting engineers just 
as in the past we have had fighting sailors. There is 
no particular reason why one man should fight better 
than the other. In time it will be understood that the 
engineer is the life and soul of the warship, and that 
he must take first piace instead of second, but that time 
has not come yet. 

According to the Rousskii “Invalid,” that sterling Rus- 
sian authority, of recent date the new Russian squadron 
torpedo boats Delphin, Kassatka, Kitt, Skatt and Som 
were soon to quit Cronstadt to join the Pacific fleet. 
All the boats are of steel, of 350 tons, and, except the 
Som, were built at Ebling, Germany. Their speed is 
27 knots and radius of action 3,000 miles at a speed of 
11 to 12 knots. The speed of the Som, built in England, 
is 30 knots with a radius of 3,500 miles at 15 knvts. 
The armament of each boat consists of a rapid-fire 
gun of 75 mms., 5 Hotchkiss rapid-fires of 45 mms., 
and 3 tubes for the Whitehead torpedo.

Italy has created a new military decoration for off- 
cers and men at the end of a certain length of service; 
in other words, a long-service medal! like that of our 
National Guard. It is a cross pendent from a green 
ribbon, with a white stripe in the center. For officers 
it is of gold and given only after 25 years of service. 
Privates receive a silver cross after 16 years. After 40 
years of services officers receive the same cross sur- 
mounted with a royal crown. The decoration has been 
enthusiastically received in the Italian Army. 





A NEW RIFLE TARGET. 


A new target for the British Army has been de- 
signed which, if adopted at rifle ranges, is likely to 
meet with much favor from riflemen who follow 
up shooting continuously. The new invention, says the 
Newcastle “Chronicle,” is the work of a local infantry 
volunteer, who has himself been a shooting member of 
his corps for many years. A hit on any part of this 
target ensures its Ghaupeering below, which at once 
ussures the shooter that he has made a hit. The target 
is held in position by a bolt which is attached to a stee! 
plate, one-third the size of a canvas target, and fixed in 
the rear of the centre of the target. Four thin steel 
plates are cut and fitted on the iron sliding frame to 
form a funnel, the wide end to cover the target in the 
rear, and the narrow end to cover the bolt plate, so that 
every shot that goes through the target will draw the 
bolt and allow the target to drop into the marker’'s 
trench. The same target could be used up to any dis- 
tance. A rope is fixed to the bottom of the target and 
brought through a ring or runner in line with the bot- 
tom of the target when in position, so that by pulling 
the rope in the trench the target comes up again after 
being patched. The discs for marking are at once both 
simple and effective. These are fitted on to the iron 
frame like flaps, two on either side and worked by the 
marker by means of handles which are entirely out of 
sight at the firing point. It is confidently anticipated 
that the trenches, which are now carried well back to 
allow the marker to see the bullet hole, would not need 
to be near so roomy, as the target by ny | down tells 
of itself when there has been a hit. e device is de- 
scribed as an admirable one, and is the result of much 
patience and forethought.

Very interesting as well as unique military practice 
was recently had in Switzerland. The school of recruits 
of fortress troops and of a company of artillery were 
assigned to climb to the summit of a mountain of a 
height of 2400 metres.
